The Dix o n City Co u n cil’s v ersio n o f a lo n g- 
ru n n in g so ap o p era has beco me the p re-an ­ 
n ex atio n agreemen t with Orv al Gearhart Jr. 
An o ther ep iso de in the ten -mo n th saga was 
p lay ed o u t at City Hall Mo n day n ight, with 
n early the same cast an d mu ch o f the scrip t 
the same. Ex cep t fo r a n ew face o r two , y o u 
co u ldn ’t tell it fro m a re-ru n . 
With a little lu ck , ho wev er, the agreemen t 
may fin d its way o n to the City Co u n cil agen da 
fo r the last time o n Ap ril 5.- At the clo se o f 
Mo n day n ight’s discu ssio n , co u n cil members 
agreed to try to brin g the matter to a v o te the 
n ex t time the co u n cil meets. 
That will giv e each o f the co u n cil members 
a chan ce to giv e City Atto rn ey Ro bert Bran ­ 
so n their in p u t to ward a fin al agreemen t an d 
it will giv e Bran so n an d Gearhart time to 
thrash o u t an agreemen t. 
The co u n cil an d Gearhart attack ed the 
agreemen t p aragrap h by p aragrap h Mo n day 
n ight an d attemp ted to wo rk o u t v erbiage 
which wo u ld be accep table to bo th sides. 
A few stu mblin g blo ck s were en co u n tered. 
On e o f the biggest co n cern ed ho w mu ch Gear­ 
hart sho u ld be willin g to p ay if the agreemen t 
is attack ed in co u rt an d ju st what Gearhart 
sho u ld be resp o n sible fo r defen din g. 
There was discu ssio n o f whether the p ara­ 
grap h relatin g to that p art o f the agreemen t 
sho u ld read Gearhart sho u ld p ay "all,” a p er­ 
cen tage figu re, o r a set do llar amo u n t. 
Co mmissio n er Tho mas A. Den smo re said 
he felt the wo rd “all” may n o t be fair to Gear­ 
hart. “A p ercen tage figu re might be ju st as 
ambigu o u s as ‘all’,” he added. “May be in 
fairn ess we sho u ld set a do llar amo u n t.” 
Co mmissio n er Jim G. Bu rk e said he felt 
the clau se sho u ld read that Gearhart sho u ld 
o n ly hav e to defen d the legality o f the agree­ 
men t itself, an d n o t be fo rced to p ay legal 
co sts fo r the city if a su it dev elo p ed o v er the 
sewage flo w o n ce the p lan was p u t in to o p era­ 
tio n . 
“We n ev er req u ire su ch an agreemen t 


fro m so meo n e else,” Bu rk e remin ded the 
co u n cil. “Why sho u ld we mak e Gearhart sign 
o n the do tted lin e that he’ll p ay the legal co sts 
if the city is su ed at a later date?” 
Co mmissio n er Walter P. Lo hse said he 
wasn ’t su re. “This is a differen t p receden t,” 
he cau tio n ed. 
Bu rk e reto rted with an ex amp le. “When 
Family Tailo red Ho mes p etitio n s to an n ex a 
n ew su bdiv isio n an d ho o k u p to o u r sewer, we 
do n ’t req u ire them to agree to defen d the city 
if the sewer flo w cau ses p ro blems later.” 
Lo hse agreed to Bu rk e’s reaso n in g. 
It was fin ally decided that the agreemen t 
co u ld allo w the wo rd “all” in p ertain in g to the 
legality o f the do cu men t an d that an o ther 
p aragrap h added which wo u ld giv e Gearhart 
a chan ce to can cel the agreemen t if he de­ 
sired, in case a legal battle en su ed. 
Gearhart’s fru stratio n s o v er the lo n g n e­ 
go tiatio n s su rfaced at o n e p o in t in the discu s­ 
sio n when Jo ck Heato n , a lawy er rep resen t­ 
in g two p arties o p p o sed to the agreemen t, 
started to in terject a statemen t while the dis­ 
cu ssio n was go in g o n . 
Gearhart admo n ished, “I hav e n o t sho wn 
an y an ger at p rev io u s sessio n s when this has 
co me u p , bu t if we are go in g to hav e a p u blic 
hearin g o n this agreemen t ev ery time we 
co me u p here, then I’m ready to p u ll o u t n o w 
an d giv e y o u the who le ball o f wax . Co n tin u e 
to mak e each discu ssio n a p u blic hearin g an d 
I’m thro u gh.” 
Bu rk e stated he felt Gearhart sho u ld be al­ 
lo wed to fin ish his discu ssio n o f the agree­ 
men t witho u t in terru p tio n . 
Lo hse said he had tho u ghts abo u t reserv ­ 
in g a fu ll 117 gallo n s a min u te sewage flo w 
fro m a lift statio n that Gearhart wo u ld bu ild 
an d giv e to the city . He said p o ssibly the flo w 
co u ld be reserv ed in stages, fro m abo u t 75 to 
100 gallo n s a min u te fo r a p erio d du rin g the 
agreemen t an d then in creased as the n eed 
aro se. 
Gearhart said he felt that wo u ld o p en fu r­ 
ther discu ssio n an d delay thin gs ev en mo re. 
After a sho rt co n su ltatio n with his atto rn ey 


Gearhart said fu rther simp licity was re­ 
mo v ed fro m the p act with the p o ssibility the 
city might su e him (Gearhart) o r he su e the 
city . 
Bu rk e stated he felt the co u n cil was bar­ 
gain in g in go o d faith an d saw little chan ce o f 
that hap p en in g. 
Ro bert Beeler o f Lin co ln Village Dev elo p ­ 
men t Co . sp o k e o u t again st the p act, statin g 
he had tried to get the same k in d o f arran ge­ 
men t with Sterlin g an d Ottawa an d was 
den ied each time. 
He p o in ted o u t he had p rime p ro p erty at 
the co rn er o f Galen a Av en u e an d Lo well Park 
Ro ad, bu t if the agreemen t was sign ed with 
Gearhart it co u ld p rev en t his p ro p erty fro m 
gettin g sewer. Ken Nelso n , an o ther o p p o n en t, 
sp o k e o u t again st the agreemen t. Nelso n o wn s 
p ro p erty acro ss 111. 26 fro m the Gearhart 
tract. 
Bran so n agreed, if co u n cil members wo u ld 
giv e him their v iews, he co u ld rewrite the 
agreemen t, get it to Gearhart an d ho p efu lly a 
do cu men t ready to be v o ted u p o n co u ld be 
p resen ted Ap ril 5. 
The city ’s bo u n daries grew at the meetin g 
when the co u n cil ap p ro v ed an o rdin an ce an ­ 
n ex in g Marv el-Schebler-Tillo tso n div isio n o f 
Bo rg Warn er.

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I Congress absenteeism by 
Presidential aspirants'

WASHINGTON (NEA)- Two 
y ears ago Rep . Morris Udall’s v ot­ 
ing record in the Hou se of Rep re­ 
sentativ es was an admirable 81.1 
p er cent of the roll calls. Last y ear 
his attendance fell by a sharp 30 
p oints. 
What hap p ened? He began p ay ­ 
ing more attention to his camp aign 
for the p residency than his resp on­ 
sibilities in Congress, an imbal­ 
ance of p riorities that may ev entu ­ 
ally p rov e beneficial to Udall bu t 
not to the legislatu re he is sworn to 
champ ion. 
Nev er more than a sometimes 
gathering p lace for many of its 
casu al members, Congress in a 
p residential season is treated al­ 
most with contemp t by those of the 
body asp iring for higher things. 
Udall is not alone in forgetting 
where (and why ) his salary is 
earned, the seats of Scoop Jackson 
and Birch Bay h are likewise most­ 
ly emp ty these day s. And as for the 
p ast, John Kennedy ’s attendance 
record fell by half au ring the 1960 
camp aign, Barry Goldwater’s was 
cu t by a third in 1964—and Gene 
McCarthy went from 66 p er cent in 
1967 to a simp ly disastrou s 5 p er 
cent du ring the 1968 White Hou se 
hoop la. 
The conseq u ences of this sort of 
nonsense are entirely negativ e, at 
least according to the one member 
of Congress who is p ay ing attention 
to it this q u adrenniu m. Hou se mi­ 
nority leader John Rhodes believ es 
it is folly for Americans to p ay leg- 
islator-candidates fu ll time con­ 
gressional wages for p art-time 
congressional work. Also, Rhodes 
feels that the legislator-candidate 
has an adv antage ev er the citizen- 
candidate which is not only u nfair 
(franking p riv ileges, media access 
and so forth) bu t tax p ay er su p p ort­ 
ed. 
So it is that Rhodes, a Rep u bli­ 
can from Democrat Udall’s home 
state of Arizona, has introdu ced 
legislation designed to p u t an end 
to the bother. He p rop oses a joint 
resolu tion p rov iding for a constitu ­ 
tional amendment “that wou ld 
p reclu de any member of Congress 
from taking office as President or 
v ice p resident u ntil two y ears after 
the last date of serv ice in the Con­ 
gress.” In short, the measu re 
wou ld force a member to resign in 
order to p u rsu e Chief Ex ecu tiv e 
hop es. 


Not su rp risingly , Rhodes’s idea 
has been greeted on Cap itol Hill 
with all of the enthu siasm of anoth­ 
er v isit from an eighth grade gov ­ 
ernment class. After all, absentee­ 
ism has been considered a p erq u i­ 
site of the legislativ e indu stry since 
only eight of 22 senators showed u p 
at the op ening of the first session of 
Congress in 1789. Besides, the su b­ 
ject is hoary , say s one member, 
“Somebody is forev er getting a 
feather u p their rear abou t it, bu t in 
the end nothing is ev er done.” 
Former Sen. Margaret Chase 
Smith was the last one with a tick­ 
led behind. She p rop osed (fu tilely ) 
a constitu tional amendment which 
p rov ided for the discharge of any 
member—p residential 
candidate 
or not—who missed more than 40 
p er cent of roll calls. And then 
there has been Mike Mansfield, the 
Senate Majority Leader, who in 
1972 called the Senate attendance 
record “abominable” and then 
added a remarkable ap p eal: “I 
won’t get down on my knees to this 
body —if y ou won’t face u p to y ou r 
resp onsibilities there is nothing I 
can do.” 
The howling and threats hav e 
gone u nheard, howev er. As one of 
John Rhodes’s assistants ex p lains 
it, “Legislators seldom legislate 
against themselv es.” What’s more, 
ev en the angels occasionally hav e 
fu n in sin. Rhodes, it tu rns ou t, was 
one of 62 members who last y ear 
decided to hav e the annu al con­ 
gressional golf tou rnament on a 
day , a Monday , when both hou ses 
were su p p osed to be hard at it in 
session. 
Yet if his constitu tional amend­ 
ment p rop osal stands no chance, 
Rep . Rhodes has at least reminded 
the nation of some fairly imp ortant 
u nfinished bu siness. In increasing­ 
ly p erilou s times, America can’t 
afford p residential candidates who 
are also p art-time legislators. A 
q u ite easy solu tion wou ld be legis­ 
lation allowing the Udalls and 
Jacksons to v ote by p rox y du ring 
u nav oidable camp aign trav els. 
It is tru e that p rox y v oting 
wou ld not resolv e the p hy sical ab­ 
sence of p residential candidates 
from Congress. Bu t as Edmu nd 
Bu rke said of the British Parlia­ 
ment, legislators owe not their en­ 
ergies bu t their ju dgments—and 
the p rox y is a way we cou ld at least 
gu arantee that.

Moscow endures its 
rebels in silence 


MOSCOW - (LENS) — It may 
not hav e been the greatest show on 
earth, bu t it did hav e a star (Lenny 
B, “the most ou tstanding p olitician 
in the world today ”), a fall-gu y 
(Alex 
the 
K), 
a 
bearded 
rev olu tionary , a line-u p of ap ­ 
p rop riately p rov ocativ e chorines 
(Enrico, Gaston, Gordon and 
Dolores), a black-and-white min­ 
strel or two (Alv es Battista and 
Gu s Hall), and a cast of thou ­ 
sands. 
If the sp ectacu lar failed to 
p rodu ce a hap p y ending, it was not 
for the management’s lack of ef­ 
fort. 
The Sov iet Party Congress 
confirmed Leonid Brezhnev as the 
best thing to hav e hap p ened to the 
Sov iet Union since Lenin, relegated 
Alex ei Kosy gin a step lower down 
the scale, and reaffirmed East- 
West “detente.” Bu t ev en the 
Kremlin’s carefu l orchestration 
cou ld not p rev ent fresh conflict on 
the well-worn battlefield of how 
mu ch indep endence indiv u du al 
p arties shou ld hav e. 
And, once again, it was the 
Kremlin that lost. 
For all the Sov iet leaders’ 
warnings abou t the dangers of 
‘'op p ortu nism,” and of “Sq u eezing 
Marx ism into national com­ 
p artm ents,” 
fou r 
Western 
delegation leaders — Italy ’s Enrico 
Berlingu er, France’s 
Gaston 
Plissonnier, Britain’s Gordon 
McLennan and Sp ain’s Dolores 
Ibárru ri — insisted on their right to 
formu late their own p olicies and to 
maintain the concep t of a mu lti­ 
p arty sy stem. 
They were su p p orted by the 
Ru manians and the Yu goslav s, and 
op p osed, ou tside Eastern Eu rop e, 
only by Portu gal’s Alv aro Cu nhal 
and the leader of the tiny American 
p arty , Gu s Hall, to whom fell the 
honor of deliv ering Moscow’s 
cou nterblast. “Ou r p arty ,” he said, 
“Does not intend to take u p anti- 
Sov iet inv entions in order to win so- 
called recognition, to obtain false 
resp ectability , or to p rov e ou r 


indep endence . . . . we do not in­ 
tend to enter the serv ice of in- 
p erialism.” 
This was abou t as mu ch as 
Moscow cou ld mu ster by way of a 
rebu ff. 
Galling as it u ndou btedly is, the 
Sov iet Commu nist p arty today no 
longer has any effectiv e means of 
enforcing its will on other Com­ 
mu nist p arties ou tside its immedi­ 
ate arena if they are determined to 
resist. Ex cep t for the smallest and 
weakest, which still dep end heav ­ 
ily on Ru ssian financing, the p ar­ 
ties are ex p eriencing a new free­ 
dom . The old mechanisms for ex ert­ 
ing p ressu re hav e fallen away . 
Unless some of the Western 
p arties achiev e gov ernmental 
p ower — thereby op ening u p for the 
Ru ssians intergov ernmental chan­ 
nels throu gh which influ ence might 
be asserted — it is difficu lt to see 
how, in a p u rely inter-p arty con­ 
tex t, new mechanisms for Sov iet 
control can now be established. 
For the West, that may be the 
p oint of the Moscow congress. One 
way of sending a Commu nist Italy 
back into Moscow’s arms wou ld be 
for the West to refu se any dealings 
with it; that wou ld p rov ide the 
Ru ssians with the lev ers of in­ 
flu ence they now so notably lack. 
There were ex amp les at the 
Congress: Cu ba’s Fidel Castro and 
Angola’s Pop u lar Mov ement, 
rep resented by Alv es Battista. 
Until the late 19 6 0s, Castro was a 
thorn in Moscow’s side. Bu t then 
Sov iet influ ence in Cu ba became 
su fficiently entrenched for Ru ssia 
to start ap p ly ing economic p res­ 
su re. Gradu ally , ov er the p ast 
sev en y ears, Castro was brou ght 
into line, u ntil, last week, he was 
v y ing with Gu s Hall in lau ding So­ 
v iet p olicies as the wisest on earth. 
The Ru ssians are ramming 
home the fact that they backed the 
winners in Cu ba, Vietnam and 
Angola, and help ed them win. The

North Carolina next 


Each of North Carolina’s re­ 
gions has its traditional p olitics, 
dev elop ed largely from its Civ il 
War heritage and from its indu stri­ 
al dev elop ment. For the state is a 
p rosp erou s and, it wou ld hav e y ou 
believ e, a p rogressiv e state—in 
large p art becau se of the tex tile, 
fu rnitu re and tobacco indu stries. 
In all three indu stries, North 
Carolina ranks first in the nation. 
These indu stries hav e p rodu ced 
some millionaires and su p p ort a 
well-to-do white collar p op u lation. 
Bu t what shou ld not be forgotten is 
that this is one of the most heav ily 
blu e collar states in the nation, and 
that blu e collar wages here, esp e­ 
cially in the tex tile indu stry , are 
among the lowest in the nation, as 
is the lev el of u nionization. 
The p rogressiv e record of North 
Carolina gov ernment—its high 
sp ending on edu cation and its gen­ 
eral av oidance of racial demagog- 
u ery —rests v ery mu ch on an u n­ 
sp oken p olicy of not distu rbing the 
state’s major economic interests. 
Rep u blicans hav e alway s been 
a factor here, du e to Rep u blican 
strength in the western mou ntains 
and the western edge of the Pied­ 
mont, a strength that goes back to 
Civ il War day s. Indeed, there hav e 
been p redictions of a GOP takeov er 
since Rep u blican Charles Jonas 
was elected to Congress in 1952. 
Bu t it was not u ntil 1972, the y ear of 
Richard Nix on’s landslide, that 
North Carolina finally went Rep u b­ 
lican in a major way , electing a 
Dix iecrat-tu med-Rep u blican sena­ 
tor, Jesse Helms, and a Rep u blican 
gov ernor, James Holshou ser. 
It is hard, when y ou look at the 
election retu rns here for 1972 and 
1974, to remember that they are 
from the state or in the same cen­ 


tu ry . What hap p ened—what u tterly 
transformed op inion in North Car­ 
olina—was what changed it so 
mu ch in the entire cou ntry , the Wa­ 
tergate rev elations. 
There was a sp ecial signifi­ 
cance to all this in North Carolina. 
For the state which had ju st con­ 
su mmated its first wholehearted 
relationship with the p arty of Rich­ 
ard Nix on, was also the state which 
gav e the nation Sam Erv in. 


When, at the height of his com­ 
mittee’s Watergate hearings, Er­ 
v in annou nced his retirement the 
ru mor was that he was in trou ble, 
that North Carolina, like other 
States, wou ld stay with Nix on to 
the end. Bu t there was a v isible, 
au dible shift in 1973, after Nix on 
fired Archibald Cox . Su ddenly it 
became ap p arent that Erv in was, 
indeed, a hero in his nativ e state— 
and that the Rep u blican su rge of 
1972, the streaming tens of thou ­ 
sands of longtime Democrats into 
the Rep u blican colu mn, had u tterly 
v anished. 
The v oters: North Carolina’s 
2,279,646 registered v oters inclu de 
1,654,304 Democrats (73 p er cent), 
537,568 Rep u blicans (24 p er cent), 
and 87,744 indep endents. 
Past elections: In 1972, Richard 
Nix on defeated George McGov ern 
here by 71 to 29 p er cent. In 1968, 
Nix on won 40 p er cent, against 29 
p er cent for Hu bert Hu mp hrey and 
31 p er cent for George Wallace. 
Past p rimaries: In 1972 Wallace 
won 50 p er cent of the Democratic 
p rimary v ote, while former gov er­ 
nor Terry Sanford won 37 p er cent 
and Rep . Shirley Chisholm won 8 
p er cent. In the last GOP p rimary , 
Richard Nix o n wo n 9 5 per cent o f 
the v o te 


SALISBURY (LEN S)- The 
sq u eeze on Ian Smith’s Rhodesia 
began in earnest last week. On 
Wednesday , Mozambiq u e closed 
its border with Rhodesia, seized all 
Rhodesian assets in the cou ntry 
and said that it wou ld, at last, ap ­ 
p ly the sanctions the United Na­ 
tions has laid down against that os­ 
tracized cou ntry . 
The war in eastern Rhodesia 
against gu errillas based in Mo­ 
zambiq u e is cau sing more casu al­ 
ties. The British gov ernment has 
made it clear that it will do nothing 
to help Smith and the white Rhode­ 
sians; in no circu mstances will 
there be a British military inter­ 
v ention, and Lord Greenhill’s trip 
to Rhodesia at the end of Febru ary 
seems to hav e done nothing to p er­ 
su ade Britain that Smith can carry 
his followers into a settlement 
which has a chance of lasting. 
Britain’s foreign secretary , 
James Callaghan, is hap p y to act 
for a few more weeks as a go-be­ 
tween for Smith for the fou r black 
p residents—Kau nda, Khama, Ma- 
chel, Ny erere—who su rrou nd Rho­ 
desia. His message: the fou r p resi­ 
dents will hold back the gu errillas 
only if Smith immediately gu aran­ 
tees p ower for the black majority 
within 12 months. Bu t soon Calla­ 
ghan will stop talking, too, rather 
than jeop ardize Britain’s links with 
the fu tu re, p robably still u nknown, 
black ru lers of Rhodesia. 
There is ev en a q u estion-mark 
abou t the p olicy of Sou th Africa’s 
John Vorster: since Mozambiq u e 
will su ffer as mu ch as Rhodesia 
from the closing of their border, 
cou ld Vorster be q u ietly p rov iding 
the Mozambiq u ans with, say , the 
maize they u sed to get from Rhode­ 
sia to help them p u t the final clamp 
on Smith? 
Mozambiq u e’s President Samo- 
ra Machel drop p ed his bomb, ou r 
Salisbu ry corresp ondent rep orts, 
at a moment when, against all the 
odds, the talks between Smith and 
Joshu a Nkomo were su ddenly said 
to be going rather well. 
Smith made some new p rop os­ 
als. Some of Nkomo’s men, con­ 
sciou s of how little au thority he has 
ov er many black Rhodesians, went 
ov erboard in claiming a dramatic 
breakthrou gh. Bu t more cau tiou s 
cou nsel su ggests that, after months 
of offering nothing at all, Smith 
may hav e mov ed ju st a little 
toward the other side’s bargaining 
p osition. 
Nkomo, no less than Smith, sees 
the grou nd being cu t from u nder 
his feet by Mozambiq u e’s decision 
to close the border. Bishop Mu zore- 
wa, the leader of the riv al ou tside- 
based, faction of the African Na- 


tional Cou ncil, was in Mozambiq u e 
when Machel lowered the boom at 
the p orts of Beira and Map u to (for­ 
merly Lou renco Marq u es), sev ­ 
ered commu nications and sp oke of 
p rep aring for a state of war; he 
added a tou ch of drama by calling 
for air raid shelters. 
The backgrou nd to the sou nd 
and fu ry is the escalating war 
along Rhodesia’s eastern border. 
Two weeks ago abou t 86 gu errillas 
and eight members of Rhodesia’s 
secu rity forces were killed. The 
sou th-east border area, near Chi- 
p inga, and the tou rist area arou nd 
Iny anga and Vu mba are now af­ 
fected and the secu rity forces hav e 
a 1,000-kilometer border to control. 
Since this seems too tall a task to 
carry ou t for any su stained p eriod, 
it will increase the influ ence of 
those who want to strike back, in 
“hot p u rsu it,” against the gu erril­ 
las inside Mozambiq u e. Bu t it was 
this same “hot p u rsu it” on Feb. 23 
that gav e Machel his argu ment foi 
closing the border. 
It cou ld be that the Mozambiq u e 
mov e will elicit new concessions 
from Smith. It is more likely that it 
will harden white Rhodesian re4 
solv e. Nkomo, whatev er he may 
p riv ately feel, has not help ed with 
his p u blic u tterances. The mov e, he 
said, was not u nex p ected becau se 
Rhodesia was “an international 
p ariah” ; one of his followers sp okë 
of “silent ju bilation” in Rhodesia’s 
African township s. 
Machel’s sanctions are not by 
themselv es going to bring Rhode: 
sia down. It is estimated in Salis: 
bu ry that abou t a q u arter of Rho^ 
desian ex p orts will be affected. Not 
necessarily lost; bu t they will hav e 
to be rerou ted throu gh Sou th Africa 
either direct or v ia Botswana, and 
that raises again the q u estion of 
Vorster’s intentions. Ev en on thé 
best assu mp tion, ex p ort p rofit 
margins will be sq u eezed and some 
ex p ort markets will be lost, notably 
those in Malawi and Mozam* 
biq u e—from Rhodesia. Bu t the 
economic resu lt will be no more 
than an irritant u nless Sou th Africa 
joins the siege. 
Machel’s growl of war will hav é 
two imp ortant noneconomic efr 
fects. First, it will hav e a seriou s 
imp act on Rhodesian morale. Sec: 
ond, u nless Smith q u ickly p romises 
a transfer of p ower, from np w on no 
holds will be barred, Mozambiq u e 
will feel free to encou rage the 
gu errillas based in its territory ; 
Rhodesia will feel free to retaliate 
as sev erely as it can—withou t risk­ 
ing Cu ban and Ru ssian interv en­ 
tion.

Washington's Reach— part 5 
Congress may cut back on regulators

GLEN COVE, N Y. (AP) — 
United Nations Ambassador Ja ­ 
cob A. Malik of the Soviet Un­ 
ion has been hospitalized in this 
Long Island community with 
possible broken ribs after an 
automobile 
accident 
that 
claimed one life and critically 
injured another person. 
The crash Sunday night also 
put Malik’s wife, Valentina, 50, 
in the Community Hospital in­ 
tensive care unit with multiple 
abrasions and possible internal 
injuries. Four others were ad­ 
mitted. 
Two others in Malik’s 1975 
Oldsmobile, Vasiliy Orlov, 48, 
the chauffeur, and Ainitdinov 
Rais, 36, an aide, were said to 
have escaped injury. 
A hospital spokesman said 
Malik, 60, had at least one frac­ 
tured rib, bruises and cuts. He 
was listed in satisfactory condi­ 
tion and was undergoing tests 
to detect any internal injuries. 
The Soviet Union maintains a 
recreational estate in this Nas­ 
sau County community. 
Authorities said Rose Marie 
Sowinski, 47, of nearby Glen 
Head, died shortly after being 
admitted to the hospital. She 
was a passenger in a car driv­ 
en by Harriet Kerley, 75, Nas­ 
sau County police said. 
They said the Kerley auto 
started to make a left turn but 
collided with the ambassador’s 
oncoming auto shortly before 7 
p.m. 
The Kerley woman was listed 
in “very critical” condition 
with back injuries and abra­ 
sions. Mrs. Sowinski’s daugh­ 
ter, Sarah, 16, was said to be in 
satisfactory condition with a 
possible concussion and chest 
and face cuts. 


Kennedy Onassis was expected 
on the Greek island of Scorpios 
today for a memorial service 
on the first anniversary of Aris­ 
totle Onassis’s death. 
A family source said Sunday 
that Mrs. Onassis was on her 
way, accompanied by Christina 
Onassis, Onassis’ daughter. 
Onassis died in Paris at the 
age of 69 after a long illness. 
He was buried on Scorpios, 
which is owned by the Onassis 
family.

After a decade of expanding 
federal control of American 
life, Congress is considering 
these and similar proposals 
with various degrees of serious­ 
ness. Congress is clearly hav­ 
ing second thoughts. 
Momentum has shifted to­ 
ward reconsideration of the ex­ 
tent to which bureaucratic deci­ 
sions, made largely by une­ 
lected officials, should rule the 
nation’s life and business. 
In this election year, the 
presidential candidates some­ 
times describe the government 
they seek to head almost as the 
American colonists spoke of the 
British crown 200 years ago. 
President Ford denounces the 
“ petty tyranny” of federal 
regulators. The Senate’s num­ 
ber two Democrat, Robert Byrd 
of West Virginia, says these 
regulators impose an “ intoler­ 
able burden.” Congressmen say 
they get thousands of letters 
complaining of excessive feder­ 
al regulation. 
Yet special interest groups 
are already fighting to preserve 
regulations that favor them and 
polls show no general public 
uprising against controls. No 
revolution seems likely soon 
and the prospect is for long de­ 
bate, perhaps years of it, be­ 
fore major changes are made. 
Regulatory Veto 
Perhaps the best prospect for 
quick passage is a proposal to 
allow either house of Congress 
to block new regulation simply 
by a majority vote. Presently it 
takes a law passed by both 
houses to overturn a regulation. 
House sponsor Elliot Levitas, 
D-Ga., thinks the regulators 
would be more careful if their 
regulations — 7,496 in 1974 — 
could be rejected more easily 
by Congress. In that year, Con­ 
gress itself passed only 404 
laws. 
“ We are saying we want to 
take a look at these regu­ 
lations. And when they come up 
with a damn fool regulation, 
say ‘No, you’ve gone too far,” ’ 
says Rep. Edward W. Pattison, 
D-N.Y. 
But critics say Congress is 
not equipped to handle the flood 
of regulations and that the con­ 
gressional review period would 
simply mean more delay and 
another chance for pressure 
groups to push their views. 
The Sunset Amendment 
An idea with demonstrated 
support would put limits on the 


life of any new government 
agency and perhaps on some 
old ones too. The idea, dubbed 
“ the sunset amendment,” 
would kill the agencies after a 
certain period unless Congress 
and the President thinks they 
are doing a good enough job to 
deserve a continuation. 
“Good intentions can some­ 
times become rigidly codified 
into law and then calcified into 
entrenched, 
expensive 
and 
frequently 
unresponsive 
bu­ 
reaucracies,” says freshman 
Rep. Max Baucus, D-Mont. 
During House debate on a 
propopsed consumer agency, 
Baucus said he wanted to pro­ 
tect consumers, but was leery 
of setting up a new bureacracy. 
“ With a ‘self-destruct’ provi­ 
sion attached ... the risks of 
setting up a new agency are 
worth taking,” he said. The 
sunset rider passed the House 
without significant opposition 
and is now headed for a House- 
Senate conference committee. 
Plans also have been offered 
in the Senate and House to in­ 
sert self-destruct clauses in the 
charters 
of 
nine 
federal 
agencies, a move to force con­ 
gressional review of their per­ 
formance. 
Another plan, sponsored by 
Byrd and Republican 
Sen. 
Charles Percy of Illinois, would 
require the President to offer a 
new plan each year for five 
years to eliminate wasteful and 
unneeded regulations in speci­ 


fied areas, including banking, 
safety, pollution and others. 
The President’s plans would be 
adopted automatically unless 
Congress blocked them or sub­ 
stituted its own. Under this pro­ 
posal, the built-in inertia of 
Congress would work in favor 
of change and not against it. 
FLEX IB ILITY 
Congress now is seriously 
studying removing government 
controls that restrict free com­ 
petition between businesses, es­ 
pecially in the transportation 
industry. 
Some agree with UCLA pro­ 
fessor George Hilton: 
“ The Interstate Commerce 
Commission should be abolish­ 
ed, its building torn down and 
the ground sown with salt.” 
A more modest plan by the 
Ford administration advocates 
loosening, but not abolishing, 
economic regulation of rail­ 
roads, airlines and trucks. It 
suggests greater flexibility in 
setting rates and more freedom 
to offer new services or cut un­ 
profitable ones. 
A modified version of Ford’s 
railroad proposal was recently 
enacted, tied to federal takeo­ 
ver of seven financially ailing 
railroads. 
’ For airlines, Ford suggests 
allowing companies to raise or 
lower fares by a certain per­ 
centage on individual routes, 
rather than for all their flights, 
without intervention by the Civ­ 
il Aeronautics Board. The air-

Bushels Per Acre 
One o f the simple tests o f the 
appeal o f features, edito rials 
and ev en the co mics, is the “ bu­ 


shels per acre” metho d. 
Obv io usly , a headlined fro nt 
page sto ry may draw mo re 
readers than a small feature 
buried inside the newspaper. 
But co mpute the square in­ 
ches o f v aluable news space fo r 
each and y o u may then find that 
the smaller inside feature may 
y ield mo re “ bushels per acre.” 
Fo r ex ample, suppo se a fro nt 
page full co lumn rates 50 per 
cent readership by the sub­ 
scribers. 
By co ntrast, suppo se an in­ 
side o ne-fo urth o f co lumn wins 
25 per cent readership. 
It thus o utpulls that fro nt 
page sto ry two to o ne (100 per 
cent to 50 per cent) when based 
o n equal space (bushels per 
acre). 


This “ bushels per acre” 
metho d was used in Tex as so me 
y ears ago when Drew Pearso n 
was at his peak as a po litical 
co lumnist. 
He was a v ery po pular 
predecesso r o f Jack Anderso n, 
who was his later co lleague and 
successo r. 
And his full co lumn o n the 
edito rial page pulled a 34 per 
cent newspaper readership o n a 
famo us po ll. 
But my small “ Test Yo ur 
Ho rse Sense” quiz co lumn o n 
the classified ad page, pulled 18 
per cent, y et o ccupied o nly o ne- 
third the space that Drew 
Pearso n co nsumed. 
Thus, 3 times 18 wo uld pro ­ 
duce the equiv alent o f 54 “ bu­ 
shels per acre” return when 


y o u co nsider the amo unt o f 
v aluable space they co nsume.

Ho me sewing isn’t what is u sed 
to be. 
In less than 12 y ears, new 
p ro d u cts and time-sav ing sew­ 
ing techniq u es hav e been in­ 
tro d u ced to the ho me sewer, 
who also isn’t what she u sed to 
be. 
“The wo man who sews to ­ 
d ay ,” say s Belle Riv ers, v ice 
p resid ent, co nsu mer affairs, 
fo r Talo n, “is interested in 
sewing as a creativ e activ ity 
and an eco no mic co nsid eratio n. 
And as she striv es to in­ 
d iv id u alize her lo o ks, she is 
willing to sp end mo re mo ney in 
fabrics and sewing no tio ns.” 
Becau se o f these trend s, Mrs. 
Riv ers feels mo re ho me sewers 
need to beco me co nscientio u s 
co nsu merists. They mu st start 
ev alu ating p ro d u cts, 
fabrics 
and sewing techniq u es so they 


receiv e to p v alu e fo r their sew­ 
ing d o llar and time. 
Fo r ex amp le, sewing co tto n 
p ajamas fo r child ren as o p ­ 
p o sed to p u rchasing them may 
no t be the wisest u se o f o ne’s 
sewing d o llar, she p o ints o u t. 
Alway s co nsid er ho w mu ch y o u 
really sav e by making the ho me 
sewn garment. 
Mrs. Riv ers was a co nsu mer 
ad v o cate in the ho me sewing 
ind u stry lo ng befo re “ co n­ 
su merism” became a p u blic 
watchwo rd . In the early ’60s, 
she initiated a p anel that has 
gro wn to 900 wo men who rev iew 
the co m p any ’s zip p er and 
sewing no tio ns p ro d u cts and 
test sewing techniq u es. 
Befo re beginning a sewing 
p ro ject, Mrs. Riv ers su ggests, 
ask y o u rself these q u estio ns: 
Is it a wise u se o f time? De­ 
cid e if the time and effo rt y o u

will p u t into the garment merit 
the end resu lt. Realize y o u will 
p ro bably sp end as mu ch time 
creating a $10 d ress as y o u 
wo u ld a $5 0 o ne.

Ho w mu ch fabric d o I need ? 
C arefu lly check fabric in­ 
fo rmatio n listed o n the p attern. 
Be su re to sav e ex tra y ard age, 
esp ecially when sewing fo r 
child ren. That way , if hems o r 
p ants 
legs 
need 
to 
be 
lengthened , y o u can d o it easily 
and p ro fessio nally . 


Which thread is the best bu y ? 
The label answers that q u es­ 
tio n. Co mp anies who p u t their 
name o n a thread d o so o nly 
after it has p assed rigid q u ality 
co ntro l tests. Labels also tell 
y o u if the thread is co mp atible 
with y o u r fabric. An all-p o ly ­ 
ester thread is the eco no mical 
bu y , becau se it can be u sed fo r 
p ractically ev ery sewing need 
and o n bo th natu ral and sy n­ 
thetic fabrics. 
Will any zip p er d o ? Nev er 
bu y a zip p er that is to o sho rt, 
ju st to sav e a d ime. Yo u will 
end u p with a sp ace where the 
zip p er end s and material be­ 
gins. Co nsid er an all-p o ly ester 
zip p er that d o esn’t need to be 
p re-shru nk, no m atter what 
fabric y o u ap p ly it to . And re­ 
member, if the zip p er and zip ­ 
p er tap e are sewn o u t o f sight, 
as with a lap p ed ap p licatio n, 
y o u d o n’t hav e to match the 
zip p er co lo r with y o u r fabric 
shad e. 
Will the finishing to u ches 


last? Ap p liq u es that accent 
child ren’s clo thing get a lo t o f 
wear and lau nd ering. A go o d 
way to keep tho se p atches o n, 
no m atter what, is to stitch 
them in p lace, as o p p o sed to 
iro ning them o n. 
Do I want p remiu m aid s? No ­ 
tio ns are p riced in relatio n to 
their q u ality . If y o u 
are 
sweing a garment that has a 
o ne-o ccasio n life sp an, it is no t 
necessary to select p remiu m 
aid s 
(name brand thread s, 
p ackaged zip p ers, etc.). Bu t if 
y o u are creating an ex p ensiv e 
d ress o r o ne that y o u will wear 
o ften, select the best aid s fo r 
to p 
p erfo rm ance 
and 
a 
p ro fessio nal to u ch. 
Can I bu y sho rtcu ts? Select 
sewing aid s that sav e time no 
m atter what y o u are creating. 
Fo r ex amp le, Velcro fasteners 
take o ne-third the time to ap p ly 
when co mp ared to snap , ho o k 
and ey e, o r bu tto nho le ap p li­ 
catio n. A stick and stitch bas­ 
ting tap e eliminates time co n­ 
su ming p inning, p inho les in u l­ 
tra-su ed e materia, and makes 
aligning strip es and p laid s fast 
and easy . 
Will the fabric d u ll aid s? The 
new sy nthetic fabrics sp o rt fin­ 
ishes that can d u ll shears and 
need les, slo w d o wn y o u r sewing 
and hamp er p ro d u ct p erfo rm­ 
ance. Use the new ballp o int 
need les fo r bo th machine and 
hand sewing; and a lightweight 
shears that has high carbo n, 
p o lished stainless steel bo w­ 
shap ed blad es and a p eened 
screw instead o f a riv et to en­ 
su re a fu ll cu t each time.

When critics demanded that 
she make kno wn the name o f 
the autho r o f an article in her 
newspaper, the Mary land Jo ur­ 
nal, Mary Katherine Go ddard 
defiantly refused. Thro ugho ut 
her career as a printer in sev er­ 
al states, this determined wo m­ 
an was an activ e partisan ' 
wo rking fo r liberty o f the press. 
The incident in questio n in 
February 1777 had gro wn o ut o f 
a mistaken impressio n made in 
an article written by the well- 
kno wn Patrio t fro m Mary land, 
Samuel Chase, o nly recently a 
signer o f the Declaratio n o f In­ 
dependence. 
Written 
with 
to ngue in cheek, the article had 
spo ken o f the po ssibility that 
many Americans were ready to 
listen to British peace pro ­ 
po sals. 
Neither Chase no r the pub­ 
lisher had ex pected the article 
to be taken serio usly , and the 
piece by “ To m-Tell Truth,” 
written with o bv io us iro ny , 
urged Americans to accept the 
o fters ; ano ther piece by “ Cav e­ 
to ” to ld Patrio ts to “ Neglect 
no t o ne mo ment to co llect y o ur 
Fo rces, to driv e the Enemies o f 
Peace, Liberty and Virtue fro m 
y o ur Co untry .” The lo cal Whig 
club in Baltimo re was no t 
amused by the who le affair and 
after a meeting at Dav id Rusk’s 
Tav ern called o n Mary Go d­ 
dard and her bro ther, William, 
to learn the identity o f “ To m- 
Tell Truth.” 
Altho ugh William Go ddard 
was giv en twenty -fo ur ho urs to 
leav e to wn, Mary Katherine 
Go ddard steadfastly refused to 
say who the autho r was, and re­ 
mained in Baltimo re to co ntin­ 
ue publicatio n o f the Mary land 
Jo urnal. 
Such behav io r was ty pical o f 
this wo man, who stubbo rnly 
held to her principles in the face 
o f no isy critics a number o f 
times. Fro m 1774 to 1784 Mary 
Go ddard was, fo r the mo st part, 
the o nly printer in Baltimo re, 
and she kept the Jo urnal go ing 
thro ugho ut the difficult war 
y ears despite the erratic co n­ 
duct and indiscretio ns o f her 
bro ther. This reso urceful wo m­ 
an, who nev er married, had a 
successful career in bo th busi­ 
ness and public life. 
The Go ddards must hav e had 
so me printer’s ink in their 
v eins. Bo rn in a pro minent New 
Lo ndo n, Co nn., family , William 
Go ddard serv ed as an appren­ 
tice to James Parker o f the 
Co nnecticut Gazette (New Ha­ 
v en). Wien Parker went to New 
Yo rk to established the New 
Yo rk Gazette with Jo hn Ho lt, 
y o ung Go ddard went alo ng to 
wo rk fo r bo th o f these pro minent 
printers. 
William Go ddard, who was 
alway s restless, so o n persuded 
his wido wed mo ther, Sarah, to 
help him to establish printing 
o ffices o f his o wn, first at Pro v ­ 
idence, R.I., and then at New 
Yo rk. By 1768 they had mo v ed 
o n to Philadelphia. 
Mary Katherine Go ddard 
went alo ng to wo rk at the fam­ 
ily publishing businesses. She 
became ex pert in ty po graphy 
and also learned a go o d deal 
abo ut the business side o f print­ 
ing. In po litics the Go ddards 
were v igo ro us Patrio ts; they 
to o k a stro ng stand, fo r ex am­ 
ple, against the Stamp Act. 
At Philadelphia Mary wo rked 
with her bro ther in getting o ut 
the Pennsy lv ania Chro nicle and 
carry ing o n a general publish­ 
ing business. Despite William 
Go ddard’s perso nal disputes 
and quarrelso me nature, this 
print sho p became o ne o f the 
largest in the co untry by 1774. It 
was successful largely due to 
the fact that it was being man­ 
aged by Mary Katherine Go d­ 
dard. 
When wanderlust struck 
again, William Go ddard headed 
fo r Baltimo re, leav ing Mary to 
run the business at Philadel­ 
phia. In August 1773, no t lo ng 
after he had o pened a sho p in 
Baltimo re, Go ddard began that 
to wn’s first newspaper, the 
Mary land Jo urnal. It was at 
this place, to o , that he began to 
o rganize an inter-co lo nial po st­ 
al serv ice in o ppo sitio n to the 
o fficial British plan. 
As this new activ ity to o k 
much o f his time, Go ddard 
needed help with his printing 
business. By February 1774 he 
had persuaded Mary to mo v e to 
Baltimo re to take o v er the 
newspaper. The nex t y ear it 
was made o fficial, and die May 
10, 1775, ussue o f the Mary land 
Jo urnal stated that M. K. Go d­ 
dard was the printer. 
The dev o ted and unco mplain­ 
ing 
wo man, 
who 
alway s 
seemed ready to step in and 
pick up the pieces left by her 
fo o tlo o se bro ther, no w began 
her mo st remarkable wo rk. She 
o v ercame all o bstacles to co n­ 
tinue the Jo urnal, fev en when 
paper was in sho rt supply , sub­ 
scriptio ns were hard to co llect, 
her bro ther was jailed fo r in­

marching nearby . 
As an ex perienced jo urnalist 
she understo o d the po wer o f the 
press in shaping public o pinio n 
and knew the impo rtance o f 
printing the American v ersio n

mo re, fo r ex ample, Mary Go d­ 
dard carried a supplement to 
the Mary land Jo urnal. It no ted 
that the truth o f the Patrio t ac­ 
co unt o f the battle that she 
printed was attested to by the 
New Hav en Co mmittee o f Co r­ 
respo ndence. 
One o f the interesting facts 
abo ut the Jo urnal was that this 
Baltimo re paper was the first in 
the co untry to print in January 
1777 the Declaratio n o f Inde­ 
pendence with a list o f the 
names o f all the signers. 
The sho rtage o f paper was a 
v ex ing pro blem fo r all printers. 
In April 1777 Mary anno unced 
that the paper o n which the 
Jo urnal was printed came fro m 
“ a mill lately erected at Elk- 
Ridge Landing.” This was an­ 
o ther o f William Go ddard’s 
v entures, but so me said that 
Mary was behind it. In any 
ev ent, it was o ne reaso n why 
she had paper when so me o ther 
printers did no t. 
At o ne time she apo lo gized 
fo r the quality o f the paper: 
“ The sto ppage o f the PAPER- 
MILL, near this To wn, fo r the 
want o f a Supply o f Rags, and 
the eno rmo us prices demanded 
at the Sto res here fo r Paper, 
co nstrains us to print the Mary ­ 
land Jo urnal o n this dark and 
po o r so rt.” 
The curse o f inflatio n, with 
ev er-rising prices, fo rced her to 
increase subscriptio n prices. 
Affairs were so bad that she o f­ 
fered to take pay ment fo r the 
newspaper in all so rts o f “ co un­ 
try go o ds,” meat, lard, butter, 
linsey -wo lsey , tallo w, bees­ 
wax , flo ur, grain, ho ps, v egeta­ 
bles, wo o d, charco al, tanned 
hides, and rags, amo ng o ther 
things. This reso urceful wo man 
wo uld keep her paper go ing 
whatev er the difficulty ! • 
In additio n to wo rking in the 
co mpo sing ro o m and publishing 
the Mary land Jo urnal (which 
she bo asted in 1779 had as large 
a circulatio n as any paper in 
the United States), Mary Kath­ 
erine Go ddard ex panded her 
business interests. In o rder to 
increase her inco me, she an­ 
no unced in 1778 that she had 
hired a bo o kbinder and had 


added “a co mp lete an d elegan t 
Bo o kbin din g Ro o m.” Adv ertis- 
men ts to p u rchase tan n ed 
sheep sk in s 
freq u en tly 
ap ­ 
p eared in the p ap er thereafter. 
She also o ffered lo n g lists o f 
bo o ks, so me o f which she had 
p u blished, fo r sale. 
If all this were n o t en o u gh to 
keep a p erso n bu sy , Mary Go d­ 
dard also serv ed as p o stmaster 
o f Baltimo re u n der the Co n sti­ 
tu tio n al Po st Office fro m 1775 to 
1789. Her Market Street o ffice 
mu st in deed hav e been a v ery 
bu sy lo catio n . When she was re­ 
liev ed o f this p o sitio n o n the 
gro u n ds that the Po stmaster 
Gen eral wan ted to ap p o in t 
so meo n e who co u ld mo re easily 
trav el an d su p erv ise the who le 
So u thern Dep artmen t o f the 
sy stem, she p ro tested in v ain to 
Presiden t Washin gto n . 
Fo r so me u n ko wn reaso n , af­ 
ter a bitter q u arrel with her 
bro ther, Mary tu rn ed o v er the 
May lan d Jo u rn al an d the p ress 
to William Go ddard in 1784. All- 
alo n g he had ev iden tly had 
so me fin an cial in terest in the 
n ewsp ap er, an d he n o w as­ 
su med fu ll co n tro l o f the fairly 
p ro sp ero u s p rin tin g bu sin ess. 
Mary Go ddard co n tin u ed to 
o p erate a bo o k, statio n ery an d 
dry go o ds sto re u n til 1802. She 
had little mo re than en o u gh to 
main tain herself u n til her death 
in her 8 0th y ear in 1816. 
It was n o t u n co mmo n fo r 
wo men in the Rev o lu tio n ary 
War p erio d to en gage in bu si­ 
n ess affairs an d so me o f the 
p ro fessio n s. Witho u t q u estio n 
the greatest resp o n sibility fo r 
wo men in tho se day s was man ­ 
agin g the ho u seho ld an d raisin g 
children . Bu t it was n ecessary 
at times fo r wo men to p ro v ide 
fo r themselv es an d o thers. Fo r 
wido ws left with the care o f 
families, it seemed like the 
mo st n atu ral, sen sible thin g to 
do , to carry o n their hu sban ds’ 
bu sin esses. In p rin tin g, fo r ex ­ 
amp le, there was a n u mber o f

Members of the Dixon Jay-C- 
Ettes, for the eighth year, will 
sponsor the annual vision and 
hearing screening program for 
all children ages three to five in 
the Dixon area.

Registration is scheduled for 9 
to noon and 1 to 3 p.m., this 
Thursday and Friday in all the 
public elementary schools in 
Dixon. 
Technicians from the Illinois 
Department of Public Health, 
Vision and Hearing Section, 
will be assisted by the Jay-C- 
Ettes and members of Eta Chi 
Sorority of Dixon. 
One of the primary functions 
of the program is to identify 
children with vision and hear­ 
ing deficiencies and refer them 
to the apppropriate personnel. 


Vision and hearing screening is 
rated on a “ pass-fail” basis and 
no attempt is made to diagnose 
the level of eyesight or hearing. 
If the child fails the screen­ 
ing, a rescreening will be 
scheduled at a later date. All 
parents of children ages three 
to five are urged to take ad­ 
vantage of this free service 
every year. The primary objec­ 
tive of the screening is to locate 
children with amblyopia, more 
often called “ lazy eye” blind­ 
ness. 
This is not something that a 
parent would normally detect 
because outwardly, the eye ap­

to

functioning 
properly. 
The Illinois Society for the 
Prevention of Blindness notes 
that after the age of six, am­ 
blyopia is very difficult to 
correct and any treatments is

News Analysis 
Daley interested in delegates, not candidates 


CHICAGO (A P) - In Mayor 
Richard J. Daley’s Democratic 
domain, presidential candidates 
are a sometime thing. What he 
wants are national convention 
delegates, a governor and the 
officials that make Chicago 
tick. 
That’s the key to decoding re­ 
turns in today’s Illinois pri­ 
mary. 
Through the first four pri­ 
mary contests, the presidential 
candidates had the stage all to 
themselves. Their contest was 
the only show in town. It’s not 
that way in Illinois. 


Here, the big test is between 
Gov. Daniel Walker, an old Da­ 
ley foe, and Secretary of State 
Michael J. Howlett, the may­ 
or’s favorite, for the Democrat­ 
ic nomination for governor. 
The Daley-Walker rivalry, a 
bitter one since the maverick 
governor beat the mayor’s Chi­ 
cago organization to win his of­ 
fice four years ago, is built into 
contests all over the Democrat­ 
ic ballot. 
The only place it doesn’t ap­ 
ply is in the presidential prefer­ 
ence voting, in which Georgia’s 
Jim m y Carter ranks as the fa­ 


vorite 
over 
Alabama 
Gov. 
George C. Wallace, Sargent 
Shriver and former Oklahoma 
Sen. Fred R. Harris, who has 
done little campaigning. 
But that is a race for glory 
and for political momentum. 
The preferential balloting binds 
no delegates and the stakes are 
purely psychological. , 
Nonetheless, Carter contends 
it will be a crucial test, one to 
be watched by the voters else­ 
where, as the primary parade 
moves along, next stop North 
Carolina one week from today. 
Carter wants to go there with 


Illinois added to his three prior 
primary victories to keep his 
political wagon rolling and to 
show that he can win in a big 
industrial state that will be a 
vital battleground in the cam­ 
paign for the White House next 
fall. 
Anything short of first place 
would be a severe setback for 
his campaign. 
President Ford expects to 
win the Republican preferential 
balloting over Ronald Reagan, 
and his allies are forecasting a 
landslide margin. 
Reagan has claimed that he 


would consider a 40 per cent 
showing a victory. That is the 
kind of Reagan victory the 
Ford camp can well afford. 
There are 96 Republican na­ 
tional convention delegates at 
stake. Reagan has said he ex­ 
pects to win only 20 to 24 of 
them. 
The Democratic competition 
is for 155 nominating delegates, 
and that is where Daley comes 
in. Denied even a vote of his 
own at the last Democratic con­ 
vention when reformers beat 
him in a credentials challenge, 
Daley „wants to go to New York 


next summer in clear com­ 
mand of the Illinois delegation. 
It would be vindication and, 
in a divided convention, it 
would be power. 
So Daley is running candidate 
slates committed, for the mo­ 
ment, to Sen. Adlai E. Steven­ 
son III, who says he isn’t run­ 
ning for president. 
Daley is virtually assured of 
capturing 59 delegate slots in 
Chicago. He aims for 100 or 
more when the full delegation 
is chosen.

Two separate contests in today' s primary 
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CHICAGO (AP) — The voting 
in Illinois today actually will be 
for two separate contests: A 
preferential primary and a 
delegate primary. 
Both are presidential pri­ 
maries, the first gauging popu­ 
larity, the second selecting 
delegates to the Republican and 
Dem ocratic 
national 
con­ 
ventions. 
The preferential primary is a 
straight 
popularity 
contest 
which gives the winners no 
delegate strength at the party 
conventions. 
Democrats w ill elect 155 dele­ 
gates to their national con­ 
vention; 
Republicans 
w ill 
choose 96. 
An additional 14 delegates 
will be picked at the Demo­ 
crats’ state convention later, 
while the Republicans w ill add 
another five. 
The Democratic candidates in 
the so-called “ beauty contest” 
are Alabama Gov. George C. 
Wallace, former Georgia Gov. 
Jim my Carter, former Okla­ 
homa Sen. Fred Harris and the 


party’s 1972 vice-presidential 
candidate, R. Sargent Shriver. 
President Ford and former 
California Gov. Ronald Reagan 
are vying for the Republican 
nomination. 
All the candidates also are 
trying to win delegates. 
Those running for delegates 
are named on the ballot accom­ 
panied by the name of the pres­ 
idential contender to whom 
they are committed. Some dele­ 
gate candidates are uncom­ 
mitted, though. 
The delegates, who will be 
elected from the 24 congres­ 
sional districts of Illinois, are 
not bound to vote for the man 
to whom they are committed, 
even on the first ballot. 
Chicago Mayor Richard J. 
Daley and Gov. Daniel Walker, 
two Democrats who are not 
candidates, also are trying to 
elect slates of delegates. Da­ 
ley’s slates are committed to 
Sen. Adlai E. Stevenson III 
while Walker has slates of can­ 
didates committed to himself 
running in each of the 24 dis­ 


tricts. Stevenson is not seeking 
the presidency. 
Daley is expected to elect 59 
Stevenson-committed delegates 
more or less automatically 
from City of Chicago districts. 
In addition, regular Democratic 
organizations downstate also 
are running slates committed 
to Stevenson and mostly likely 
will also be controlled by Daley 
at the convention should they 
win. 
There are 11,321 precincts in 
the 102 counties of Illinois, 3,066 
of them in Chicago, 2,321 in the 
Cook County suburbs and 5,914 
downstate. 
There are 5,766,634 registered 
voters—1,519,175 in Chicago, 1,- 
135,321 in the Cook County sub­ 
urbs and 3,112,138 downstate. 
Election officials say about half 
the registered voters are ex­ 
pected to turn out. 
True to form, Walker has ri­ 
val slates entered in each of 
the 24 congressional districts, 
committed to him in what he 
called an effort to counter Da­ 
ley bossism. 


Ironically, if Walker wins re­ 
nomination over Daley’s opposi­ 
tion, the mayor could wind up 
as a force in presidential poli­ 
tics as a product of the same 
election that would demonstrate 
the erosion of his Illinois power 
base. 
The presidential candidates 
are running partial delegate 
slates. Carter said he hopes to 
win about 21 delegate seats. 
Wallace said any delegates he 
gets will be more than he got 
out of Illinois last time. 
Daley studiously ignored the 
presidential preference 
pri­ 
mary. Since Chicago accounted 
for about 48 per cent of the 
Democratic vote in the last 
state primary election, a push 
from the Daley organization 
could have been crucial in the 
preference election. But Daley 
deals in practical politics, not 
psychological contests. And the 
vehicle for that is the delegate 
competition. 
Nonetheless, his hand does 
show in one aspect of the pref­ 
erence test. 


Shriver, on the verge of eli­ 
mination after his battering in 
earlier primaries, needs an up­ 
set or something close to it in 
Illinois if he is going to muster 
the money and support to keep 
going. 
Shriver has concentrated al­ 
most entirely on the preference 
vote, with only a handful of 
delegates running in his cause. 
He is no threat to Daley’s dele­ 
gate quest. 
While the mayor has been si­ 
lent, his political lieutenants 
have been suggesting Shriver 
votes in the preferential phase 
of the primary. 
That fits. An unexpected 
Shriver 
showing probably 
would cut into Carter’s column. 
Anything that slows the front- 
runner increases the possibility 
that Democrats will have a di­ 
vided presidential field when 
they get to the national con­ 
vention and that they might 
have to turn to the political 
brokers to settle on a nominee. 
That’s one meeting Richard 
J. Daley doesn’t want to miss.

Hoping to avoid shortage 
of home canning lids

While most home canners are 
ill enjoying the fruits and 
igetables of last year’s labors, 
jvemment and industry offi- 
als are looking ahead to the 
immer of 1976, trying to avoid 
lortages like the ones that pla­ 
ned consumers in 1974 and 
175. 
Nancy Harvey Steorts, con- 
lmers affairs adviser of the 
.S. Department of Agricul- 
ire, says manufacturers re- 
ort they w ill have more than 
>ur billion replacement lids 
vailable for this year’s can­ 
ing 
season. 
That’s 
about 
ouble the 1975 supply. 
W ill four billion be enough? 
B ill Kerr of the Kerr Glass 
!o. of Los Angeles, one of the 
lajor manufacturers, said he 
opes so, but refused to make 
ny predictions. 
Asked whether the supply 
«>uld be adequate, Kerr said: 
I’d have to ask you what the 
emand w ill be. We’re going to 
oa lot better (than last year). 
Ve estimate we’ll make 50 to 
0 per cent more lids this year. 
Vhether that will be enough, 
te don’t know.” 
Kerr said this year’s lid pro- 
luction w ill be double the num- 
ler made three years ago. He 
aid the company has been op- 
rating three shifts a day, sev- 
¡n days a week since Oct. 1 to 
urn out replacement lids for 
he reusable glass jars used by 
consumers to preserve a wide 
rariety of foods. 
The company also has been 
ihipping them through regular 
listribution channels and Kerr 
•aid people have been buying 


“ right through the winter.” He 
said company representatives 
report the lids “ don’t remain 
on the store shelf longer than 
overnight.” 
The Ball Corp. of Muncie, 
Ind., another major manufac­ 
turer, also is producing lids at 
a record rate. 
Like Kerr, Ball has added 
new equipment and spokesman 
B ill Brantley said the lids will 
come off the assembly line at 
the rate of 1,200 a minute. Last 
year, Brantley said, Ball pro­ 
duced four or five replacement 
lids for every new jar and lid 
combination. This year, he 
said, the ratio w ill be seven to 
one. 
The canning lid crunch began 
in 1974 when soaring food 
prices prompted millions of 
Americans to turn to home gar­ 
dening. The increased demand, 
combined with tight supplies of 
tinplate and soda ash, created 
a shortage. 
Production was stepped up 
last year, but the lids dis­ 
appeared as quickly as they 
were put on the shelves. There 
were reports of hoarding by 
worried consumers and claims 
that the industry was deliber­ 
ately withholding lids. 
The Federal Trade Commis­ 
sion, after a seven-week inves­ 
tigation, said it found no evi­ 
dence of collusion on the part 
of the manufacturers, whole­ 
salers and retailers. Instead, 
the FTC said, the shortage re­ 
sulted from “ unprecedented de­ 
mand which the industry was 
unprepared to suppply despite 
substantial increases in ... pro­ 
duction.” 
No one really anticipated the 


increased interest in home pre­ 
serving of foods. “ Five years 
ago,” recalled Kerr, “ we could 
hardly give the lids away.” 
Kerr said that despite the 
large volume produced, lids ac­ 
count for a relatively small 
portion of the company’s sales 
which totaled $229 million last 
year. He declined to give spe­ 
cifics, but said that jar, cap 
and lid sales generally account 
for only 9 or 10 per cent of total 
sales. 
(Kerr 
also 
makes 
com­ 
mercial glass containers like 
mayonnaise jars — the ones 
you should not use for home 
canning.) 
The Department of Agricul­ 
ture, meanwhile, is continuing 
its campaign to make sure that 
home canners follow safety 
procedures to avoid problems 
like botulism, a sometimes-fa- 
tal food poisoning. 
Botulism is caused by toxin 
formed during the growth of a 
bacteria and can result from 
improperly processed items. 


Among the USDA’s sugges­ 
tions : 
—Don’t try to take shortcuts 
or experiment. Follow tested 
methods such as those in the 
department’s Bulletin No. 8 on 
Home Canning of Fruits and 
Vegetables. 
—Use only jars, cans and lids 
made especially for home can­ 
ning. 
—Do no reuse lids. 
—Do not use overripe food. 
—Do not overpack foods. 
—Follow the time and tem­ 
perature directions for foods 
and container sizes listed in the 
instructions. 
—Test the seal according to 
instructions. (There were prob­ 
lems in late 1973 and early 1974 
with some lids that did not seal 
because of faulty manufac­ 
turing, but the problem has 
been corrected.) 
—Do not used canned foods 
showing signs of spoilage like 
bulging lids, funny smells or 
mold. If there’s any doubt, 
throw it out without tasting.

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Where does the money to support senior housing come 
from, and how can it be obtained?— H. G. 
Dear Mr. G: 
Much of the money for senior citizen housing is pro­ 
vided by the federal government through a variety of pro­ 
grams. The purpose of these programs is to promote the 
construction of new, low-cost housing units or to increase 
the availability of existing housing for those who other­ 
wise might not be able to afford it. There are more than 
120 local housing authorities in Illinois, many of which are 
now dealing directly with the U.S. Department of Housing 
and Urban Development in their efforts to secure funding 
for senior housing. 
Another source is the Illinois Housing Development 
Authority, which makes mortgages available to develop­ 
ers to build rental and cooperative housing. The construc­ 
tion is financed through the sale of tax-exempt bonds. 
Unfortunately, available monies do not begin to meet 
the overwhelming need for decent, low-cost housing. The 
waiting lists are long— many people have been on them 
for several years. The Senior Action Center does try to 
help individuals with specific housing problems. 
The best way to obtain information on seeking housing 
funds is through the nearest housing authority or by con­ 
tact with a non-profit development corporation interested 
in such projects. 


What is the White Cane Law? Can you explain it to 
m e?- K. P. 
Dear Mrs. P: 
The White Cane Law, passed in 1969, sets forth the 
state’s policy on the rights of blind persons, the visually 
handicapped, and those otherwise physically disabled. 
These citizens, the law says, have the same right as the 
able-bodied to the use of streets, highways, sidewalks, 
public buildings and facilities. They are also entitled to 
the full and free use of public transportation and accom­ 
modations— including trains, planes, buses, places of 
lodging, and “ other places to which the general public is 
invited.” 
.. 
Anyone interfering with these rights of access is guil­ 
ty of a Class A misdemeanor. 
The White Cane Law also allows totally or partially 
blind persons to be accompanied by trained guide dogs to 
all public places. The second part of the law declares it 
state policy that the blind, visually handicapped and phys­ 
ically disabled shall be considered for employment by the 
state, its subdivisions, public schools or other public em­ 
ployment on the same terms as the able-bodied, unless the 
disability would prevent a particular type of job from be­ 
ing performed.

Once a year, White Cane Day is observed in llmois, and 
the features of the law are highlighted and brought to pub­ 
lic attention. 


Where is the Illinois Veterans’ Home? Who qualifies 
for residency there?— T. T. 
Dear Mr. T: 
0 . 
The Illinois Veterans Home, once known as the Sol­ 
diers and Sailors Home, is located in Quincy and is admin­ 
istered by the state Department of Children and Family 
Services. 
Honorably discharged veterans may be admitted if 
Jthey (1) served in the armed forces in an approved war 
period, usually 90 days, (2) has been a state resident for 
five years or has service accredited to the state and (3) is 
disabled by disease, wounds or other causes and therefore 
unable to earn a living. 
A widow of a qualifying veteran who has been a resi­ 
dent of Illinois for one year, has no adequate means of 
support and is unable to earn a living, may also qualify for 
admission to the home.

opinions about this economy — 
which the market allegedly re­ 
flects — for it to dally much 
longer. Each day those econom­ 
ic factors play a larger role, 
and the significance of 1,000 
points diminishes. 
As investors return to the 
more fundamental considera­ 
tions, the market is bound to 
move out of the 1,000-point 
area, above or below. There is 
too much active participation 
for it to simply turn inert. 
As you read the stock market 
letters and commentaries you 
become aware of the divisions 
of opinion regarding the econo­ 
my. While the market flirts 
with 1,000 points, the economic 
argument continues, and even­ 
tually it will be the determining 
force.

NEW YORK (A P) - For 
those who have watched past 
flirtations with 1,000 points on 
the Dow Jones industrial aver­ 
age, there have been few sur­ 
prises over the past few weeks. 
The market has behaved as ex­ 
pected. 
Those who were unpleasantly 
surprised by its failure to re­ 
main in four-digit territory ap­ 
pear to have too easily forgot­ 
ten the character, the person­ 
ality of the market. It is indeed 
a flirt; the term is no mis­ 
nomer. 
Every time in the past 10 
years that it has come into the 
presence of 1,000 points — that 
is, within 50 points or so — it 
has moved erratically, trifling 
and toying and winking and 
misleading the investor. 
When the average broke 1,000 
points and stayed above that 
mark last Thursday, many an 
investor was fully prepared for 
a direct and sudden move to 
follow in the opposite direction, 
because that is how it has be­ 
haved in the past. 
Even sophisticated investors 
forgot this, however, and they 
believed the promoters and 
hucksters who assured them 
that the very next challenge to 
the market was its old high of 
1,051.70 points on Jan. 11, 1973. 
Instead, the market retreated 
15.67 points, all the way back 
down to 987.64 on Friday, from 
1,003.31 points on Thursday. 
And so, this week begins with 
the flirtation still going on. 
How much longer will it con­ 
tinue? Quite likely it won’t last 
much longer. Everyone gets 
tired of a flirt; the glamor, the 
attraction, the mystique wears 
off, and then the boredom sets 
in.

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Grain-fe d cattle inv e ntorie s up

Farmers and feedlot operators 
are 
building

ventories of grain-fed cattle, 
meaning consumers will see 
more choice and prime-grade 
cuts of beef in the grocery 
store, the government says. 
The Agriculture Department 
said Friday that as of March 1, 
8,121,000 cattle were being fed 
for slaughter in seven key 
states. That was a gain of 48 
per cent from 5,481,000 a year 
earlier. The seven states pro­ 
duce about 70 per cent of the 
nation’s grain-fed beef. 
Although the new report did 
not include price forecasts, de­ 
partment projections indicate 
producers can expect some re­ 
covery in cattle prices this 
spring after markets slumped 
in the winter. 
But with a return to more 


grain-fed animals, Agriculture 
Department experts say retail 
prices of the more expensive 
cuts of beef may be slightly 
less than a year ago, while 
cheaper cuts and hamburger 
from animals fed little or no 
grain may cost more because 
fewer of those are expected at 
markets. 
The increase in grain-fed 
cattle does not 
necessarily 
mean a net gain in over-all 
beef production. Last year, 
when grain-fed beef output was 
in a sharp decline, cattle fat­ 
tened on grass or fed small 
amounts of grain more than 
made up for the reduction in 
feedlots. 
Further, beef production is 
not a uniform flow of meat 
from farms, ranches and feed­ 
lots to consumer tables. For ex­ 
ample, if spring rains produce 


good grass conditions in the 
next few months, many cattle 
which normally might be sold 
to feedlots could be kept longer 
in pastures. 
On the other hand, if the 
drought area in the southern 
Great Plains persists, and even 
enlarges, many more cattle 
could be forced to market and 
result in a temporary glut of 
lower-grade 
beef 
at 
lower 
prices for both consumers and 
producers. 
Meanwhile, the report Friday 
showed feedlots will continue to 
turn out larger quantities of 
cattle for market in the near 
future. In February, the report 
said, 
“ placements” of new 
cattle in pens were up 74 per 
cent from a year ago. Most of 
those will require at least sev­ 
eral months before they are 
ready for slaughter.

In the 
October-December

real growth in gross national 
product slowed to a 5.4 per cent 
rate, or less than half the rate of 
the previous quarter. 
Disposable Income. After 
falling throughout 1974, real 
disposable income — that is, 
income after taxes corrected 
for inflation — increased 5.9 per 
cent in 1975. Tliis statistic also 
exhibited instability during 
1975, ranging from a 19.7 per 
cent annual rate increase in the 
second quarter to a 5.2 annual 
rate decrease in the third 
quarter.

The 
overall 
economy will continue to ex­ 
hibit strength through 1976. 


Short-term instability in pro­ 
duction, prices, and unemploy­ 
ment statistics will continue 
into the foreseeable future, but 
should not be cause for undue 
concern, as longer-term trends 
point to a period of sustained 
growth over the next 12 months. 
Real disposable income should 
increase by five per cent or 
more during 1975, and un­ 
employment could fall to as low 
as six per cent. With this strong 
rate of economic expansion, 
consumer prices will rise about 
five to eight per cent before 
December. Prices will likely be 
rising at a more rapid rate in 
the latter part of the year than 
at present. 
A business recovery of the 
size outlined above would not be 
sufficiently large to cause 
m ajor increases 
in 
farm 
commodity prices over the next 
year. However, prospective 
increases in real income will 
provide a growing base of 
consumer expenditures for 
food.

The 1976 target prices to be 
announced soon will cover the 
cash costs of most Illinois corn 
and wheat producers. But they 
will not guarantee a return to 
tenant operators for their labor, 
or to land owners for their land. 
Under the 1973 Agriculture 
and Consumer Protection Act, 
“ established” or target prices 
of $1.38 for corn and $2.05 for 
wheat were set for 1974 and 
1975. Since farm prices rose 
substantially after the 1973 law 
was passed, the target prices 
have been substantially below 
market prices during 1974 and 
1975; and no deficiency pay­ 
ments have been made. 
The law provides for adjust­ 
ment of target prices in 1976 
and 1977 (1) to reflect the prices 
paid by farmers for production 
items, interest, taxes, and wage 


rates during 1975 and (2) to re­ 
flect changes in average yields 
during the three most recent 
years. 


The new target price for corn 
is expected to fall between $1.55 
and $1.64 a bushel, about 25 
cents higher than 1975. The av­ 
erage Illinois production cost 
for 1974 corn reported by the 
USDA was $1.56 for direct 
costs, overhead, and manage­ 
ment; but this figure excludes 
land costs. When the land cost 
was computed at the average 
acquisition value, it was 54 
cents a bushel; but at current 
value, it was $1.31. So the total 
average corn production costs 
ranged from $2.10 to $2.87, de­ 
pending on how land costs were 
figured. With higher average 
yields in 1975, these average 
production costs per bushel 
should be lower. 


The 1976 wheat target pnce is 
likely to be set between $2.27 
and $2.35 a bushel. This would 
also be about 25 cents above 
last year. The USDA production 
cost study reported average Il­ 
linois costs for winter wheat at 
$1.71 a bushel, excluding land. 
Land costs ranged from 79 
cents a bushel, using the aver­ 
age acquisition value to $1.86 a 
bushel, using current land val­ 
ues. Thus, total average winter 
wheat production costs ranged 
from $2.50 to $3.57 a bushel. 
Although the 1973 Act called 
for annual cost-of-production 
studies by USDA, these are not 
used to establish target prices 
under current legislation. 
Target prices apply to only 
that part of the production on 
alloted acreage at average 
farm program hields. If the 
weather is favorable, many Illi­ 
nois farmers will plant more 
Planning on e x porting be e f? 
Know ce rtification proce dure s 


The recent downturn in beef 
prices has renewed interest in 
exporting cattle to Canada. Illi­ 
nois cattlemen planning to ex­ 
port beef should know Canadian 
export certification require­ 
ments, says M. T. Barlass, Lee 
County Extension adviser. 


Canadian law prohibits the 
use of diethylstilbestrol (D ES) 
as a growth stimulant in food 
animals. Even though a Janu­ 
ary 1974 United States Court of 
Appeals decision nullified a 
D ES ban in the U.S., Canada 
requires official certification 
that U.S. cattle exports to Can­ 
ada have never b an fed or im­ 
planted with DES. 


The two governments require 
that U.S. beef producers follow 
these certification procedures 
when exporting live feeder or 


fat cattle to Canada: 
—Receive instruction from 
USDA or Extension Service 
representative on Canadian ex­ 
port requirements; 
—Sign a statement that indi­ 
cates they have received such 
instruction, that they under­ 
stand the instruction, and that 
they will meet the terms of the 
agreement; 
—Obtain written verification 
that they produce or feed live­ 
stock from a USDA or Exten­ 
sion Service representative; 
—Certify that D ES is not used 
on the production premises, 
that animals intended for ex­ 
port have been in the possession 
of the woner for 120 days before 
shipment, and that these ani­ 
mals have not received D ES; 
—Provide a certificate signed 
by a USDA accredited veteri- 


narian attesting that to his 
knowledge DES has not been 
used as growth stimulant in the 
cattle being exported. 
Proper certification forms 
from the producer and the ac­ 
credited veterinarian must ac­ 
company the cattle to market. 
And each annimal must be indi­ 
vidually identifies with eartags 
or other marking system, says 
Barlass. Without correct pa­ 
pers and proper identification, 
shipments will not pass inspec­ 
tion for export to Canada. 
These certification procedures 
do not apply to breeding stock, 
he adds. 
Contact the county Coopera­ 
tive Extension Service office in 
Amboy for the proper certifica­ 
tion forms and additional infor­ 
mation on Canadian export reg­ 
ulations. 
Pre v e nting pe s ticide thefts* 
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In 1975, pesticides and herbi­ 
cides necessary to the produc­ 
tion of corn and soybeans were 
reported stolen from framers 
and defilers in nearly every 
county in Illinois. Captain Ger­ 
ald Schilling, commander of the 
Illinois State Police Criminal 
Investigations Bureau, reports 
that over $500,000 worth of agri­ 
chemicals were stolen in Illi­ 
nois last year. That accounts 
for the thefts that were report­ 
ed. Schilling said, “ We think 
that the $500,000 figure is realis­ 
tic but may be low because 
many thefts are never reported 
to the police.” 
Most manufacturers of farm 
chem icals have 
developed 
identification systems to aid 
law-enforcement officials in 
tracing 
stolen 
chem icals. 
“ Identification systems help,” 
said Schilling, “ but what we 
really need is theft prevention 
through better security of stor­ 
age facilities and the coopera­ 
tion of farmers and dealers in 
reporting thefts or attempted 
thefts.” 
State Police Sergeant Larry 
R. Dowdy, Criminal Investiga­ 
tion Bureau zone supervisor at 
Sterling, has suggested ways 
that area farmers and dealers 
can help: 
First, keep areas where 
chemicals are stored well light­ 
ed. Most burglaries occur un­ 
der the cover of darkness— 
don’t make the thief’s job easy. 
Second, invest in a good qual­ 
ity physical security device- 
cheap locks are child’s play for 
burglars. Good wuality locks 
that are hard to compromise 
take more time to open and 
may be enough to discourage a 
thief. 
Third, farmers should organ­ 
ize neighborhood watch pro­ 
grams. If you see strange vehi­ 
cles in a neighbor’s driveway, 


note the vehicle type, color, 
make and, if possible, the li- 
c e n s e 
n u m b e r . 
A license number written in the 
dust on your tractor will keep 
you from forgetting it until you 
can transcribe it on paper. 
Even though you don’t see any­ 
thing taken, the information 
may be valuable later since 
burglars will often case a farm­ 
er’s buildings for entry at a 
later time. 
Fourth, farmers should be 
wary of unrealistic bargains on 
agricultural chem icals. Be­ 


cause of the continuing scarcity 
of these products, dealers don’t 
have to sell door-to-door or at 
cut-rate prices— buy only from 
established dealers. 


Fifth, don’t advertise the lo­ 
cation of stored chemicals by 
leaving doors to a storage 
building open. “ Most impor­ 
tant, call us,” said Sgt. Dowdy. 
“ We need help from the public 
if we are to make any real 
headway against this or any 
other type of criminal activity. 
Call us collect at 815-625-0151.”

For 1976 farming operations, 
the most significant income 
protection feature of the 1973 
Act could be the disaster fea­ 
ture. Farmers who are pre­ 
vented from planting any part 
of their farm acreage allot­ 
ment, or are unable to harvest 
two-thirds of their allotment 
acreage times the established 
farm yield, are eligible for pay­ 
ments based on one-third of the 
target price. As a result of the 
unfavorable 1974 crop season, 
20,000 Illinois farms received 
about $35 million in payments. 
A4, current market prices for 
new-crop corn and wheat, for­ 
ward sales offer more risk pro­ 
tection than the target prices in 
1976. 
Handle 
pe s ticide s 
with care ! 


Insecticides, herbicides, ro- 
denticides, and animal repel­ 
lent—chances are that you will 
use one or more of these pesti­ 
cides when caring for your lawn 
and garden this spring. 
These are poisonous products 
which help eliminate unwanted 
pests. Handled properly, pesti­ 
cides are effective and useful 
products for the garden. 
But pesticides are a danger to 
the gardener and other family 
members if handled incorrect­ 
ly. The storage and disposal of 
surplus pesticides present a 
great hazard to people, espe­ 
cially children, says O. L. Hog- 
sett, University of Illinois Ex­ 
tension safety specialist. 
Children are curious. In the 
past several years, nearly 70 
per cent of the pesticide poison­ 
ings reported involved children 
under the age of 5. Usually the 
poisonings were the result of 
carelessness, says Hogsett. 
To prevent accidents, Hog­ 
sett offers the following sugges­ 
tions. Keep pesticides in a 
locked cabinet. Never put these 
compounds with or near food, 
medical supplies, or cleaning 
materials. Store pesticides in 
their original containers, com­ 
plete with labels that list the in­ 
gredients, directions for use, 
and antidotes in case of acci­ 
dental poisoning. 
Avoid using soft drink bottles 
or any other containers that 
children may associate with 
food or drink. If you put pesti­ 
cides in containers other than 
the originals, mark them prop­ 
erly. 
Never pour leftover pesti­ 
cides down the sink or toilet 
bowl, says Hogsett. Tliey can 
interfere with the operation of 
septic tanks. When the job is 
finished, carefully clean any 
equipment you used to apply 
the pesticides, and safely dis­ 
pose of empty containers. 
These “ empty” containers will 
have residues left in them, and 
so may be as hazardous as full 
ones, Hogsett explains. 
To properly dispose of con­ 
tainers, first rinse them thor­ 
oughly three times. Then punc­ 
ture, crush, or break the con­ 
tainers to avoid reusing them. 
Wrap them in newspaper and 
put them in a covered trash 
can, concludes Hogsett.

It’s now p ossible for one man 
u sing one machine to harv est 
hu nd red s of bu shels of corn or 
soy beans in a single d ay . With a 
machine that may weigh eight 
tons and cost more than $30,000, 
a farm er may harv est 40 acres 
of corn or 60 acres of soy beans a 
d ay . That’s a great achiev e­ 
ment ov er the d ay s when the 
Egy p tians in 15 00 B.C. u sed an 
ancient harv esting tool k nown 
as the sick le. 
. For many centu ries, the har­ 
v esting and threshing of grain 
were sep arate op erations. It in­ 
v olv ed hand cu tting with a sick ­ 
le, scy the, or crad le; threshing 
by the tread ing of animals or by 
flailing; and sep arating the 
threshed grain from the straw 
and chaff by hand rak ing, siev ­ 
ing and winnowing. 


A machine was d ev ised as 
early as 18 28 for combining 
these op erations. Bu t this 
method of harv esting d id not 
become commercially estab­ 
lished u ntil abou t 18 8 0. From 
that d ate u ntil 1920, the u se of 
the harv ester-thresher, gener­ 
ally k nown as the combine, was 
largely confined to the Pacific 
coastal states. 
The d emand for labor-sav ing 
machinery , together with the 
higher p rice of grain stimu lated 
introd u ction into the Great 
Plains states. Once the p racti­ 
cality of the machine had been 
d emonstrated , the d emand for 
red u ced labor costs 
soon 
brou ght the combine to Illinois. 
Althou gh the first combines 
were u sed for small grain, the 
p rimary need was for harv est­ 
ing soy beans. Farm ers were 
u nhap p y with the grain loss, ex ­ 
p ense, and labor of cu tting soy ­ 
beans with a mower or bind er 
and then threshing with a grain 
sep arator. Losses ranged from 
15 to 45 p er cent. 
The first combine was u sed 
for soy beans in Illinois in 1924 to 
harv est 212 acres. This sp ark ed 
the interest and imagination of 
Emil W. Lehmann, chief in 
farm mechanics at the Univ er­ 
sity of Illinois Agricu ltu ral Col­ 
lege and Ex p eriment Station. 


The research p rogram Leh 
mann started focu sed p rim ari­ 
ly on the benefits and p roblems 
associated with combining soy ­ 
beans and a v ariety of small 
grain crop s. He soon learned 
that to combine su ccessfu lly 
and hav e a low-moistu re con­ 
tent, grain had to stand 7 to 10 
d ay s longer than when cu t with 
a bind er. 
He noticed in harv esting soy ­ 
beans that the heav iest harv est 
losses occu rred at the cu tter 
bar. And the amou nt of loss was 
d ep end ent u p on the amou nt of 
lod ging, the height of cu tting 
and the height of the lowest 
p od s on the stem. Lehmann 
soon learned of the necessity 
for a sp ecial low-cu tting ty p e 
cu tter bar. This bar req u ired 
the u se of sp ecial shoes or ru n­ 
ners at each end to k eep the 
gu ard s from entering the 
grou nd . 


Lehmann also fou nd that reel 
sp eed was a v ery significant 
v ariable in cu tter bar losses. A 
reel sp eed to forward sp eed ra­ 
tio in which the reel slats 
mov ed faster than the forward 
trav el of the combine ehabled 
the reel to p ick u p the stalk s 
and carry them to the p latform 
more efficiently . 
Althou gh the first combines 
cost from $1,000 to $2,200 and in 
many cases d u p licated some of 
the machinery alread y on the 
farm, many combine owners 
rep orted that the machine p aid 
for itself in a single y ear. 
Ju st as the combine red u ced 
harv esting losses, im p rov ed 
grain q u ality and lowered labor 
req u irements in soy beans, so 
has it benefited farm ers in the 
harv esting of corn. 
The first “corn p ick er” was 
p attented in 18 8 0. Bu t it was not 
u ntil 1909 that the corn p ick er 
was bu ilt commercially . By 
1929, a two-row mou nted p ick er 
was av ailable and in 1946 a self- 
p rop elled corn p ick er was on 
the mark et. 
Then in 195 0 George Pick ard , 
Illinois A gricu ltu ral E x p eri­ 
ment Station researcher, start­ 
ed to work on a method combin­ 
ing corn. Pick ard env isioned a 
machine that cou ld actu ally 
shell corn and leav e cobs in the 


field . The first d ev elop ment 
was a corn head attachment for 
a combine in 195 4. 
A mechanical d esigner inter­ 
ested in mak ing ex isting eq u ip ­ 
ment more efficient, Pick ard 
p ossessed a u niq u e ability to 
combine theory with p ractice 
and mak e it work . 
As Frank Lanham, head of 
the U. of I. Agricu ltu ral Engi­ 
neering Dep artment, recalls, 
“A good many p eop le—both in 
acad emic and ind u strial cir­ 
cles—v iewed Pick ard ’s id ea as 
an interesting bu t imp ractical 
d ev elop ment.” 
Bu t Pick ard set to work u sing 
high sp eed -p hotograp hy to help 
him analy ze what machines 
were actu ally d oing while they 
were op erating. In the case of 
the combine, Pick ard p aid p ar­ 
ticu lar attention to what hap ­ 
p ened in the cy lind er. Pick ard ’s 
research led to the d ev elop ­ 
ment of a combine that cou ld 
both p ick and shell corn. 
Tod ay ’s corn combine u ses 
the gathering u nit p ortion of a 
corn p ick er on the combine in­ 
stead of a grain head er. From 
this p oint back , the machine is 
mu ch the same. It is d esigned 
for conv ersion to a harv ester of 
soy beans or small grain by 
changing head s and mak ing 
some changes in cy lind er and 
screening arrangements. 
Pick ard ’s work rev olu tion­ 
ized the entire corn ind u stry . 
Tod ay at least 8 5 p er cent of ou r 
corn is harv ested by com ­ 
bines. His research changed 
how corn is harv ested , how it is 
stored , and how it is u sed . 
The p rimary beneficiary of 
these d ev elop ments has been 
the farmer. Bu t consu mers also 
benefit throu gh lower p rices 
and increased q u ality of cereal 
and animal p rod u cts. 
Research on corn and soy ­ 
bean harv esting method s con­ 
tinu es tod ay . The latest d ev el­ 
op ment is back where the p ro­ 
gram started —in the soy bean 
field s. Researcher Ralp h Nav e 
and his associates hav e d ev el­ 
op ed a new head er for soy bean 
harv esting that featu res a 
floating cu tter bar and forced - 
air jets. These featu res red u ce 
grain losses ev en more before 
beans enter the combine. 
Condition of soil affects growth 


Gard en soils shou ld hav e ad ­ 
eq u ate nu trient and moistu re 
lev els and be in good p hy sical 
cond ition if p lants are to grow 
p rop erly , say s Stan Ed en, Uni­ 
v ersity of Illinois Ex tension ad ­ 
v iser in Ogle Cou nty . 
Good gard ening, he emp ha­ 
sizes, begins with a good loca­ 
tion. Best choice, if y ou hav e 
one, is a loose well-d rained soil. 
Bu t more imp ortant is to be 
away from bu ild ings, trees, or 
shru bs that might shad e y ou r 
gard en or comp ete for fertili­ 
zer, Ed en ad d s. Walnu t trees 


Seed treatment 
improves stands 
. Seed treatm ent of sm all 
grains is cheap crop insu rance 
for imp rov ed stand s, better 
grain q u ality and bigger y ield s. 
Mai Shu rtleff, U. of I. Ex ten­ 
sion p lant p athologist, say s that 
chemical seed treatment is es­ 
p ecially v alu able d u ring cold 
wet weather and the main rea­ 
son for u sing it is to control 
loose smu t of wheat. A second ­ 
ary benefit may be the p rotec­ 
tion of germinating seed and 
y ou ng seed lings su scep tible to 
attack by the soil borne organ­ 
isms that cau se seed d ecay and 
'seed ling blights. Ask the Cou n­ 
ty Ex tension office for Rep ort 
On Plant Diseases—No. 1001, 
“Gu ngicid e Seed Treatments 
For Small Grains,” to get a 
com p lete list of fu ngicid es 
cleared for u se. 


and gard ens d on’t mix as wal­ 
nu ts p rod u ce a tox in that harms 
certain v egetable, esp ecially 
tomatoes. 
If av ailable, ad d organic ma­ 
terial to the soil before p lant­ 
ing, then ap p ly fertilizer, ad ju st 
soil acid ity with lime, and p low 
the seed bed . You may need to 
ad d starter fertilizer or mak e a 
sid e-d ress fertilizer ap p lication 
at some time d u ring the grow­ 
ing season. 
Av oid p lowing or sp ad ing 
when the soil is too wet. 
Sq u eeze a hand fu l of soil. If it 
cru m bles and d oesn’t feel 
stick y , it’s d ry enou gh to work . 
A smooth and finely p u lv er­ 
ized su rface insu res 
easier 
p lanting, better germination, 
and a more ev en stand for 
small-seed ed crop s. Bu t d on’t 
work heav y soils low in organic 
content too fine or they ’ll get 
hard and cru sty and mak e a 
p oor gard en. 
Soil that has a good tilth, or 
p hy sical cond ition, is loose and 
easy to work . It has good water- 
hold ing cap acity and allows 
water and air to mov e freely . 
You can imp rov e soil tilth by 
work ing manu re of comp ost in­ 
to the soil before p lanting or by 
tu rning u nd er a green-manu re 
crop . 
Ed en su ggests a soil test, es­ 
p ecially if y ou r gard en is in a 
new location. Check with y ou r 
cou nty Ex tension office for the 
location of the nearest soil test­ 
ing laboratory . Ap p ly ing the 
amou nts of nitrogen, p hosp hor­ 


u s, and p otassiu m that the test 
ind icates is need ed will help as­ 
su re a fertile gard en p lot. 
On p lots that hav e p rod u ced 
well in p rev iou s y ears, y ou may 
d ecid e to sk ip the soil test. Bu t 
it’s still a good id ea to ap p ly a 
balanced fertilizer in the 
sp ring. Ed en su ggests work ing 
15 p ou nd s of 10-10-10 into the 
su rface of each 1,000 sq u are 
feet of y ou r p lot. If 10-10-10 is 
not av ailable, u se 12 p ou nd s of 
12-12-12 or 10 p ou nd s of 15 -15 -15 . 
If p lant v igor d eclines in 
Ju ne, p u t ad d itional fertilizer 
between the rows and work it 
into the su rface soil. 
A slightly acid soil is best for 
growing most v egetables. If a 
soil test ind icates y ou r soil is 
more acid than it shou ld be, ap ­ 
p ly the recommend ed amou nt 
lime. Bu t be su re y ou ad d lime 
only if it is need ed . Av oid ov er­ 
liming.

In 1975 , the Univ ersity of Illi­ 
nois tested 5 10 v arieties of hy ­ 
brid seed corn at 11 d ifferent lo­ 
cations in the state. The hy ­ 
brid s av eraged 148 bu shels p er 
acre—47 p er cent more than in 
1974. 
Resu lts of these v ariety trials 
are rep orted in U. of I. Circu lar 
1118 , 
“ 1975 Performance of 
Commercial Corn Hy brid s in Il­ 
linois,” now av ailable at the 
Ogle Cou nty Ex tension office. 
Each y ear, all seed corn p ro­ 
d u cers in Illinois and su rrou nd ­ 
ing states are inv ited to enter 
hy brid s in the Illinois p erform­ 
ance trials, say s Stan Ed en, 
Ogle Cou nty Ex tension ad v iser. 
Most of these hy brid s are 
com m ercially av ailable, a l­ 
thou gh a few ex p erimental v a­ 
rieties are also entered , say s 
Ed en. The testing p rogram is 
financed by a $35 fee for each 
hy brid entered at each location. 
Information p rov id ed on each 
v ariety in Circu lar 1118 in­ 
clu d es : y ield , moistu re content, 
p er cent of erect p lants at har­ 
v est, and p lant p op u lation. Sim­ 
ilar resu lts are giv en for 1973 
and 1974 if the hy brid was then 
entered in the testing p rogram. 
Ed en say s that, if one hy brid 
consistently ou ty ield s another 
at sev eral test locations ov er 
sev eral y ears of testing, the 
chances are good that this d if­ 
ference is real and shou ld be 
consid ered by a farm er choos­ 
ing a hy brid . Howev er, grain 
moistu re content, lod ging, and 
p lant p op u lation also shou ld be 
consid ered .

try ’s p op u lation in this bicen­ 
tennial y ear that “almost ev ­ 
ery thing starts on a farm.” 
Those are some of the objec­ 
tiv es of Agricu ltu re Day that 
will be observ ed throu ghou t the 
nation Mond ay , accord ing to M. 
T. Barlass, Lee Cou nty Ex ten­ 
sion ad v iser. 
A lot of p eop le will be sp eak ­ 
ing for agricu ltu re abou t this 
d ay and how those who d ep end 
on agricu ltu re for their liv eli­ 
hood can join in and show con­ 
su mers that they hav e the best 
food bu y in the world . 
Others besid es farmers will 
get into the act. In fact, manu ­ 
factu rers and su p p liers of agri­ 
cu ltu ral p rod u cts are alread y 
su p p orting the Agricu ltu re Day 
effort with time and money , 
Barlass said . 
Transp ortation firms, large 
or small, will also p romote ag­ 
ricu ltu re on this d ay . Their re­ 
tu rns for being one of the link s 
of getting the food on the table 
p ay s d iv id end s for them. 
Retailers are the last link in 
the chain which p u ts food on the 
consu m er’s table, Barlass 
p oints ou t. They will gear u p 
their p romotional efforts on 
farm commod ities for Mond ay , 
and there shou ld be ev en more 
ou tstand ing d isp lay s in su p er­ 
mark et showing the ex citing 
p rod u cts that originate on the 
farm. 
The reason for this ty p e of 
p romotion, he said , was con­ 
su mers shou ld be informed that 
when ou r cou ntry began, a ty p i­ 
cal American family work ed 
and liv ed on a farm —ap p rox i­ 
mately 8 5 p er cent of the p op u ­ 
lation. Tod ay , only abou t fiv e 
p er cent of the p eop le farm the 
land . One American farmer 
feed s 53 p eop le, three times as 
many as 20 y ears ago when 
there were twice as many farm 
work ers. In the last 10 y ears,

Clean up debris 
from garden now 


Now is the time to clean u p 
d ebris from last y ear’s gard en. 
The remov al of old p lant p arts, 
leav es, and other material from 
the gard en will help control 
many insects that might other­ 
wise cau se d amage d u ring the 
gard ening season. 
Non-insect p ests, su ch as 
slu gs, snails, sow bu gs, p ill 
bu gs, and millip ed es, which 
thriv e in moist cond itions, are 
also often fou nd in gard en d e­ 
bris. These early season p ests 
may feed on gard en p lants 
throu ghou t the growing season 
if d ebris is not remov ed . 
Soil sampling 


When y ou ’v e tak en a soil 
samp le, a teasp oonfu l of soil 
may rep resent fou r acres or 
more. In field s that hav e been 
limed and fertilized sev eral 
times, soil samp les may v ary 
as mu ch as 50 p er cent, ev en in 
the most u niform look ing field s. 
It’s imp ortant that y ou r samp le 
contains the right teasp oonfu l. 


agricu ltu re p rod u ction has 
climbed 20 p er cent, on six p er 
cent fewer acres. 
This increased efficiency is 
d u e in p art to imp rov ed man­ 
agement on farms and ranches. 
Cred it also mu st go to p eop le 
who are mov ing good s for the 
farm er, p rov id ing him with 
need ed serv ices and coming u p 
with technological innov ations 
he need s to imp rov e this imp or­ 
tant ind u stry . 
In relativ e terms, food is 
cheap er, accord ing to Barlass. 
Go back 25 y ears and look at the 
av erage increase in hou rly 
wages d u ring those y ears. If 
y ou ap p lied that same p ercent­ 
age increase to 195 0 food p rices, 
a p ou nd of rou nd steak wou ld 
cost more than $3. A q u art of 
milk wou ld ru n 70 cents. You 
wou ld be p ay ing more than $2 
for a d ozen eggs, and abou t that 
mu ch for a single p ou nd of 
hambu rger or chick en. 
Americans sp end 18 p er cent 
of their income for food . Asians 
sp end abou t 8 3 p er cent of their 
income for food . And ou r 18 p er 
cent bu y s not only chick en, bu t 
selected p arts of chick en, p re­ 
cook ed or read y to cook in 
throw-away p ack ages. The 
Asian’s 8 3 p er cent bu y s a 
chick en that is hanging by its 
neck in an u nforzen d isp lay . 
The efficiency of farmers 
mak es it p ossible for Ameri­ 
cans to enjoy relativ ely inex ­ 
p ensiv e food . This efficiency 
has also mad e it p ossible for u s 
to ex p ort the p rod u ction of one 
in fou r acres harv ested in the 
United States. This is an imp or­ 
tant “p lu s” to achiev ing a bal­ 
ance of p ay ments in foreign 
trad e. 
It is also an imp ortant factor 
when y ou stop to think abou t the 
world food situ ation. World food 
stock s are low. If we are to 
maintain a d ecent food su p p ly 
in the world , we need the p ro­ 
d u ction of the American farm ­ 
er. And to k eep him activ e in 
p rod u ction, we mu st hav e a 
mark et that p rov id es the farm ­ 
er with a p rofit. 
Ev ery one is a p art of the far­ 
mer - bu siness - consu mer com­ 
p lex , Barlass ad d ed . A lot of 
p eop le mak e agricu ltu re work . 
It’s an ind u stry that su p p orts 
many of u s. We are p rou d the 
American farmer is the most 
efficient in the world . Now we 
mu st mak e su re he has su ffi­ 
cient incentiv e to remain in 
p rod u ction, and we mu st mak e 
su re the u rban p op u lation and 
the consu mer u nd erstand that 
p hilosop hy , he said .

After last y ear, what are y ou 
shooting for in corn y ield s for 
1976? Top corn 
y ield s 
are 
achiev ed by combining time- 
p rov en p ractices into a com­ 
p lete p rogram and hav ing the 
right k ind of weather to mak e it 
all hap p en. Ind iv id u ally each 
p ractice may contribu te only 
slightly to higher y ield s, bu t to­ 
gether they can mak e a big d if­ 
ference. 
Soil ty p e, d rainage, fertility , 
and tillage are basic. Other 
p rov en p rod u ction p ractices in­ 
clu d e v ariety selection, high 
p lant p op u lation, early p lant­ 
ing, and narrow rows. Prop er 
p lanting rate, p lanting d ate, 
and row wid th shou ld be 
matched with each hy brid for 
max imu m y ield p otential. 
Hy brid s are imp rov ing all the 
tim e. Perform ance record s 
show that few of the hy brid s 
most wid ely grown in 1974 were 
among the top 10 y ield ers in 
1975 tests. 
These record s can be check ed 
in ou r Circu lar 1118 , “ 1975 Per­ 
formance of Commercial Corn 
Hy brid s in Illinois.” This p u bli­ 
cation is av ailable at ou r office 


at no charge. 
Hy brid p erformance tests in 
1975 ind icate that it tak es high 
p op u lations to p rod u ce top 
y ield s. Hy brid s that top p ed 
y ield trials at 24,000 p lants p er 
acre u su ally y ield ed 10 to 12 
bu shels (5 to 8 p er cent) more 
than the top hy brid s at 20,000 
p lants p er acre. This y ield d if­ 
ference is d u e to both increased 
p lant p op u lation and genetic 
p otential. 
Hy brid s shou ld be p lanted at 
their op timu m p op u lation. Bu t 
p op u lation shou ld also be 
matched to the moistu re and 
fertility -su p p ly ing cap ability of 
the soil. Lower p op u lations are 
recommend ed u nless su p p le­ 
mental fertility and water can 
be ap p lied where need ed . 
Early p lanting is a good p rac­ 
tice almost ev ery y ear. Late 
Ap ril and early May has been 
the best p eriod to p lant corn in 
Illinois. Planting a little earlier 
than the best d ates is mu ch bet­ 
ter than p lanting after. Yield s 
d ecline sharp ly when p lanting 
is d elay ed after the op timu m 
d ate. 
Early p lanted corn shou ld not 
be bu ried , bu t p laced at a shal­ 
low d ep th of abou t two inches. 


Deep er p lanting p u ts seed into 
cooler soil and slows germina­ 
tion and emergence. Late-sea- 
son p lantings can be d eep er— 
abou t three inches— to red u ce 
the risk of inad eq u ate moistu re 
affecting germination. 
Row wid th is imp ortant in 
corn, too. Row sp acings of 30 
inches or less trad itionally giv e 
higher y ield s than wid er sp ac­ 
ings. 
Bu t d ifferent hy brid s v ary in 
their resp onse to row wid th, ac­ 
cord ing to u niv ersity tests. The 
u p right leaf ty p es can be ex ­ 
p ected to y ield more in narrow 
rows than conv entional ty p es 
whose leav es are more lax and 
bend ou t more between the 
rows. 
Mak e su re y ou r p lanter is in 
tip -top shap e. A few hou rs sp ent 
now can mean p reciou s time 
sav ed in May . If y ou d on’t hav e 
y ou r 1976 Agronomy Hand book 
y et, y ou will find it p ack ed fu ll 
of information to help y ou get 
the most ou t of y ou r time, effort 
and inv estment. Get one right 
away . 


Indoor plants to be topic 


Many hou se p lants are k illed 
by too mu ch tend er lov ing care, 
say s M. C. Carbonneau , Uni­ 
v ersity of Illinois Ex tension 
floricu ltu rist. 
Many ind oor gard eners water 
their p lants too heav ily . Most 
hou se p lants shou ld be watered 
thorou ghly and then allowed to 
d ry for sev eral d ay s. Ex cess 
water shou ld be d rained from 
the p ot so the p lant d oes not 
stand in water. 
In ad d ition, 
Carbonneau 
say s, most hou se p lants d o not 
req u ire large amou nts of ferti­ 
lizer nu trients to m aintain 
them. It is imp ortant to re­ 
member that y ou want to main­ 
tain the p lant, not mak e it grow 
rap id ly . Usu ally a fertilizer ap ­ 
p lication ev ery fou r or six 
week s is su fficient. 
Carbonneau 
will d iscu ss 
these and other tip s abou t su m­ 
mer care, v acation care, and 
insect p roblems of hou se p lants 
as p art of the Univ ersity of Illi­ 
nois’

Tho mpso n say s the emo tio nal 
pain after learning o f his dis­ 
ease was greater than anv 
phy sical pro blem. He describes

“ It was hard to face peo ple,”

peo ple talking in a gro up, I 
believ ed they were getting 
up a po o l o n the day and time 
I’d die.

Co mmissio ner Pete Ro zelle 
said that he ex pects legal o b­ 
stacles 
against 
the 
co n­ 
tro v ersial co mpensatio n rule 
named fo r him might be elimi­ 
nated if the o wners and play ers 
get to gether o n a new o v erall 
co ntract. 
There hasn’t been a play er- 
o wner pact in two y ears. 
Altho ugh a judge in Min­ 
neapo lis 
ruled 
the 
co m­ 
pensatio n issue was no t nego ­ 
tiable, Ro zelle said, “ That’s 
o ne o f the things that co uld be 
taken up in co llectiv e bargain­ 
ing. And it might be the key to 
what happens after that. 


“ So me o f the play ers hav e in­ 
dicated they feel there is a 
need fo r a structure ... that 
they want mo dificatio n. When 
o wners and play ers start this 
co llectiv e bargaining right after 
these meetings, it depends o n 
ho w it go es.” 


Ro zelle said he tho ught it 
wo uld be po ssible the co urts 
and may be Co ngress will im­ 
plement a co llectiv e bargaining 
agreement. 
On the o pening day o f NFL 
meetings the actio ns were ro u­ 
tine with no definite agree­ 
ments. 


J o hn Bassett, the millio naire 
Canadian who o wned the Mem­ 
phis Grizzlies 
o f the 
no w- 
defunct Wo rld Fo o tball League, 
said he planned to petitio n the 
NFL to be admitted as its 29 th 
member. 
Bassett ran into o ppo sitio n 
and needs 21 affirmativ e v o tes 


o n his petitio n. He is the man 
who signed Larry Cso nka, Paul 
Warfield and J im Kiick away 
fro m the Miami Do lphins and 
they are still under the co rpo ­ 
ratio n that staged Wo rld Fo o t­ 
ball League co mpetitio n 
in 
Memphis. 


Ro zelle, who said Memphis 
was o ne o f the cities to p-mo st 
in the list fo r ex pansio n, al­ 
luded to negativ e aspects o f the 
current applicatio n. 
“ Ex pansio n is a fo rm o f dilu­ 
tio n,” he said. “ When things 
are relativ ely so lid, clubs do n’t 
lo o k at negativ es.” 


This time, ho wev er, the nega­ 
tiv es include the co ntinuing 
pro blems o f legal actio ns that 
hav e go ne against the league 
and the failure to gain a new 
master co ntract with the play ­ 
ers’ asso ciatio n. 
Seattle and Tampa Bay hav e 
no t y et been sto cked fro m the

ex pansio n draft o f current play ­ 
ers, no r has the co llegiate draft 
been held. 
Ro zelle said bo th are ex ­ 
pected within the nex t three 
weeks. 


He also repo rted that tele­ 
v isio n v iewing o f Sunday do u­ 
bleheaders and Mo nday games 
was up six per cent and o ther 
fo o tball telev isio n up three per 
cent in 19 75 o v er 19 74. 
The NFL repo rted paid at­ 
tendance fo r 182 regular seaso n

baseball play ers’ destiny . 
The pro po sal, made thro ugh 
the play ers’ asso ciatio n Mo n­ 
day , wo uld, in effect, giv e all 
600 play ers a chance to be free 
agents at the ex piratio n o f their 
present co ntracts. After that, 
the o wners o ffered a reserv e 
sy stem that wo uld tie a play er 
to his team fo r eight y ears. 
Lee 
MacPhail, 
American 
League president and a mem­ 
ber o f the o wners’ play ers rela­ 
tio ns co mmittee, described the 
pro po sal as far-reaching and 
the result o f an inner struggle 
that made it far fro m unani­ 
mo us. 
“ But, in o rder to get spring 
training started and baseball 
back o n the track and a reaso n­ 
able future reserv e sy stem ... 
we hav e agreed to go alo ng 
with it,” MacPhail said. “ It is 
o ur last and final pro po sal ...” 
The o wners’ bid fo r labo r 
peace in baseball was handed 
to Marv in Miller, ex ecutiv e di­ 
recto r o f the play ers’ asso ci­ 
atio n, and a reply requested by 
April 1.

and fro m 41 to 64 play ers, no t 
mo re than three. Any club may 
be eligible to sign as many 
play ers as it may hav e lo st. 


The plan co ntains a repeat­ 
er’s right. After o nce beco ming 
a free agent, a play er beco mes 
eligible to ask fo r a trade after 
he co mpletes an additio nal 
three y ears o f majo r league 
serv ice.

o n the number play ers allo wed 
any o ne team are effectiv e in 
the sev en-and-o ne fo rmula. 
There is o ne difference be­ 
tween the o ne-and-o ne and the 
sev en-and-o ne as presented by 
the o wners. There is no co m­ 
pensatio n fo r a team lo sing a 
play er under the o ne-and-o ne 
free agency . In the sev en-and- 
o ne plan, the team lo sing a 
play er receiv es co mpensatio n 
o f two times the play er’s an­ 
nual salary up to $7 5,000 a 
y ear, plus the team’s rank in 
attendance times $5,000. 
Thus, if a play er earns $7 5,- 
000 a y ear, the team he leav es

camps and threatens the start 
o f the 19 7 6 seaso n. 
In effect, the weary o wners 
hav e to ld the play ers: “ Okay , 
y o u wanted y o ur freedo m. No w 
y o u’v e go t it. What are y o u go ­ 
ing to do with it?” 
If the play ers accept it — and 
ho w can they no w refuse? — 
then fo r the nex t two y ears the 
pro ud o ld American game co n­ 
ceiv ably co uld be thro wn into a 
state o f chao s. 
In tho se two y ears, v irtually 
ev ery play er — the great, the 
near-great and the medio cre — 
co uld beco me a free agent and 
thro w himself o n the market. 
The ex ceptio n wo uld be tho se 
play ers with lo ng-term co n­ 
tracts. They are a handful. But 
they co uld gain their freedo m a 
y ear after their co ntract is up. 
No t that any o f them will, but 
they can. 
The game co uld beco me o ne 
big bazaar. Franchises co uld be 
jeo pardized, stro ng teams such 
as the Oakland A’s co uld see 
their shelv es stripped clean, 
teams such as the San Fran­ 
cisco Giants and the Minneso ta 
Twins might hav e to struggle to 
surv iv e. So me co uld go bank­ 
rupt. 
That’s the dark picture. Hie 
o ther picture is that lev el heads 
will prev ail, amo ng bo th play ­ 
ers and o wners, and that the 
sy stem will surv iv e. 
But the po tential o f self-de­ 
structio n is there. No o ne is es­ 
pecially to blame. But attribute 
it to gro wing pains. After near­ 
ly 100 y ears o f resistance to 
change and archaic po licies, 
the game is waking up to the 
20th Century . 
An arbitrato r set the pattern 
by declaring pitchers 
Andy 
M essersm ith 
and 
Dav e 
McNally free agents because 
they play ed a y ear witho ut a 
co ntract. The decisio n was up­ 


held by two federal co urts. 
That, unless the Supreme Co urt 
say s o therwise — and it hasn’t 
ev en been asked — beco mes 
the law o f the land. 
No w the o wners, under heav y 
stress, hav e to ld the play ers 
that they will agree to let this 
law prev ail fo r the nex t two 
y ears. A play er may play an 
o ptio n y ear, then beco me a free 
agent and lo o k aro und fo r a 
buy er with a lo t o f do ugh, just 
as Catfish Hunter did. 
But do n’t ex pect to o many 
Catfish Hunters. When Charley 
Finley , o wner o f the Oakland 
A’s, pulled a bo ner o n Catfish’s 
co ntract, Hunter go t his free­ 
do m and signed with the New 
Yo rk Yankees fo r $3.7 millio n. 
“ Catfish was a unique case,” 
say s To m Seav er, the New 
Yo rk 
Mets’ 
$17 0,000-a-y ear 
pitching pro perty . “ Yo u can’t 
ex pect any recurrences like 
that. It’s a case o f supply and 
demand. 
“ With mo re peo ple play ing 
o ut their o ptio ns, there wo uld 
be mo re supply than demand.” 
Seav er, the Mets’ three-time 
Cy Yo ung winner and may be 
the best pitcher in baseball, 
can speak sy mpathetically o f 
the case because he might find 
himself in a similar situatio n. 
Asking a three-y ear $800,000 
co ntract, Seav er failed to sign 
befo re the March 10 deadline. 
The Mets renewed his co ntract, 
as is their prero gativ e, but 
witho ut the allo wed 20 per cent 
cut in pay . Unless he signs, 
Seav er will be play ing o ut his 
o ptio n this y ear and will be­ 
co me a free agent in 19 7 7 . 
“ Yo u can’t ex pect Seav er to 
leav e New Yo rk,” said Reggie 
Smith o f the St. Lo uis Cardi­ 
nals. “ That’s where the big TV 
netwo rks 
and 
adv ertising 
peo ple are. Seav er has to play 
in New Yo rk. He is a New Yo rk 
guy .” 
But what abo ut the Oakland 
A’s? Fo urteen o f them — all 
the regulars, starting pitchers 
and ace reliev er Ro llie Fingers 
— hav e failed to sign with o wn­ 
er Charley Finley . 
It’s po ssible fo r them, after 
this seaso n, to sell their serv ­ 
ices elsewhere. Such a mass 
ex it co uld wreck the team that

Series. 
Marv in Miller, the smo o th 


and clev er play ers’ nego tiato r, 
insists that the threat o f mass 
free agents is ex aggerated. 
Mo st play ers say there will be 
fewer desertio ns fro m o ld team 
lo y alties than o ne might ex pect. 
Mo st play ers, they co ntend, ap­ 
preciate the feeling o f security . 
Besides, there is no certainty 
that clubs are go ing to be 
aro und to ssing o ut big bo nuses 
and fat co ntracts. On the co n­ 
trary , play ers who desert o ne 
team might find it difficult to 
latch chi to ano ther. 
The suggestio n that rich o wn­ 
ers will co llar the market and 
make farces o f the v ario us 
races also is illo gical. It hasn’t 
happened. Owner To m Yawkey 
o f the Bo sto n Red So x can’t be 
ex pected to try to sign $100,000- 
a-y ear men fo r ev ery po sitio n. 
“ The first y ear will be a 
tense o ne and the seco nd co uld 
be chao tic,” say s Lee Mac­ 
Phail, 
the 
perso nable 
and 
sharp-minded president o f the 
American League. “ But if we 
can liv e thro ugh two y ears 
then, with o ur eight-y ear re­ 
serv e plan in effect, I feel sure 
the game will stabilize. 
“ But right no w we are enter­ 
ing a so rt o f twilight zo ne. No ­ 
bo dy is sure what will happen.”

The quarterback or the coach 
Wh o sh ou ld call th e plays?

SAN FRANCISCO (N E A )- 
Fo r mo re than eight y ears, 
Stev e Spurrier, who o nce wo n a 
Heisman Award fo r his field 
generalship 
o n 
the 
fo o tball 
field, had waited fo r the chance 
to call signals regularly as a 
pro quarterback with the San 
Francisco 49 ers. 
In mid-seaso n, his team in 
desperate straits, he was final­ 
ly getting it. And so , no tified 
(Hie recent Sunday that he was 
go ing to be the field bo ss, Stev e 
went o v er to his head co ach o n 
the sidelines befo re the game 
and said, “ I want to go o v er 
what play s I’m go ing to call, 
Co ach.” 
Dick No lan lo o ked at him o ut 
o f the co rner o f his ey e and 
said, “ We’re calling the sig­ 
nals. Didn’t any o ne tell y o u?” 
Spurrier gaped and sho o k his 
head and went unhappily o n the 
field when the 49 ers go t their 
first o ffensiv e po ssessio n. Ev ­ 
ery play a different running 
back relay ed instructio ns fro m 
assistant co ach Do n Heinrich 
o n the sidelines. The 49 ers sput­ 
tered and stuttered and half­ 
way thro ugh the seco nd quarter 
were do wn to the Lo s Angeles 
Rams 14-0. After a fumble 
co ughed up the ball to the Rams 
deep in Lo s Angeles territo ry , 
Spurrier ran to the bench and 
to o k No lan aside fo r an earnest 
talk. 
“ Lo o k, C o ach,” he said, 
“ we’re no t do ing any thing this 
way . Let me call the play s.” 
This has been an argument 
that has been go ing o n in fo o t­ 
ball since free substitutio n be­ 
gan just after Wo rld War II, 


an d Pau l Bro wn started h is 
messen g er sy stem o f sh u ttlin g 
g u ards with in stru ctio n s fro m 
die sidelin es. 
It u sed to ev o k e p assio n ate 
debate, esp ecially abo u t th e 
co ach es tak in g th e g ame o u t o f 
to e p lay ers’ h an ds. Otto Gra­ 
h am, desp ite th e reco rd, h as 
n o t been accep ted as th e mo st 
su ccessfu l q u arterback o f all 
time simp ly becau se Bro wn 
was callin g th e sh o ts. Cru sty , 
ex p erien ce sig n al callers su ch 
as Bo bby Lay n e u sed to say 


th ey wo u ld n ev er accep t to e 
messen g er sy stem becau se a 
co ach o n th e sidelin es did n o t 
h av e th e same feel o f th e g ame 
th ey did. 


Bu t Bro wn made it wo rk , an d 
o th er co ach es fo llo wed su it an d 
n o w th e issu e h as beco me 
larg ely academic becau se 
man y co lleg e an d p ro teams 
call all p lay s fro m th e ben ch , 
an d th e sig h t o f n ew p lay ers 
streamin g in ev ery p lay , lik e a 
relay o f an ts, is accep ted as

part o f the game. 
But it is impo rtant to equate 
the difference between Paul 
Bro wn calling play s, as he still 
do es fo r to e Cincinnati Bengals, 
and the situatio n as it ex isted o n 
ateam likethe49 ers. 
Spurrier wo n his po int in this 
particular game against the 
Rams and, calling all the play s 
with the wile and ex perience he 
has accumulated in almo st nine 
seaso ns, he rallied San Fran­ 
cisco to an emo tio nal, last-sec­ 
o nd v icto ry o v er the heav ily fa­ 
v o red Rams (and, iro nically , 
may hav e sav ed No lan’s jo b 
tempo rarily ). 
“ What the hell,” said o ne v et­ 
eran o ffensiv e star o n the club, 
“ why sho uldn’t Stev e call ’em? 
We go t no bo dy else to call ’em 
any ho w. And Stev e’s a co mpe­ 
tito r.” 
Spurrier, in fact, had been 
sidetracked fo r the starting 
quarterback jo b o n the 49 ers 
the first half o f this seaso n be­ 
cause he had the temerity to de­ 
fy a game plan in an ex hibitio n 
co ntest against the Rams, and 
put the ball up in the air instead 
o l keeping it o n the gro und as 
o rder« !. 
The last time a quarterback 
challenged the signal-calling 
autho rity o f the 49 er co aching 
staff, he was pushed into retire­ 
ment. J o hn Bro die, who held 
the jo b fo r the better part o f 17 
y ears, co nfided after a v icto ry 
o v er Atlanta early in the 19 7 3 
seaso n that he was pro bably go ­ 
ing to be benched because he 
disagreed with No lan o n ho w 
the o ffense sho uld be run. He 
was, and after that seaso n he 
quit. 


General manager Do n Klo s- 
terman o f Lo s Angeles, o nce a 
quarterback him self argues 
that co aches sho uld send in the 
play s because they dev ised the 
o ffense. And Co ach Chuck Kno x 
do es call all the signals fo r 
quarterback J am es H arris. 
J ust, as fo r instance, To m Lan­ 
dry o f the Co wbo y s sends in the 
play s to Ro ger Staubach fo r 
Dallas. 
But v eteran quarterbacks 
Bill Kilmer o f Washingto n and 
Fran Tarkento n o f Minneso ta 
run their o wn games, with o nly 
brief suggestio ns fro m the side­ 
lines. 
“ Sure,” 
no ds 
Klo sterman, 
“ they ’re like co aches o n the 
field any ho w.” 
Dick No lan may no t hav e that 
kind o f co nfidence in Spurrier, 
who , despite the fact that he has 
been aro und since 19 67 , has 
nev er been the clearcut start­ 
ing quarterback. But No lan, 
who is well respected by the 
49 ers as a co nscientio us, hard­ 
wo rking co ach, do es no t fill that 
co nfidence gap either simply 
because he do es no t—as men 
like Bro wn, Landy and Kno x 
do —take o v er the play -calling 
respo nsibility himself. He has 
delegated it to his assistant 
co aches. 
Yo u do n’t mind the bo ss tell­ 
ing y o u what to do . Yo u’re re­ 
luctant to accept autho rity un­ 
challenged fro m o ne o f his 
aides.

DEAR READER — In fec­ 
tio u s

disease b ecau se it o ccu rs so 
co mmo n ly in y o u ng adu lts. It is 
cau sed b y a v iru s that liv es in 
the thro at an d in timate o ral 
co n tact seems to b e the p rin ­ 
cip al mo de o f tran smissio n , 
altho u gh it can certain ly b e 
tran smitted in o ther way s. This 
su ggests that if y o u v isit y o u r 
so n an d family y o u sho u ld av o id 
the kissin g ro u tine. 
The illn ess may start o u t like 
an o rdin ary sev ere so re thro at 
with fev er an d en larged ly mp h 
glan ds 
in 
the 
n eck. 
The 
diagn o sis is made b y v ario u s 
lab o rato ry tests. Yo u are 
p ro b ab ly already immu n e to it 
sin ce mo st o lder adu lts are 
immu n e to the disease. 
In warm climates children 
are mo re inclined to hav e the 
disease witho u t the charac­ 
teristic so re thro at, fev er, 
en larged ly mp h glan ds an d 
o ther featu res. The infectio n 
literally go es u n reco gn ized. 
They dev elo p lifetim e im ­ 
m u n ity . Yo u r twin gran d­ 
dau ghters are likely to b e p er­ 
man en tly immu n e to infectio u s 
mo no nu cleo sis. There are rare 
cases 
o f 
in fectio u s 
mo n o n u cleo sis in children with 
the co mp licatio n s seen in y o u ng 
adu lts. 
The disease rarely o ccu rs in 
o lder p eo p le whether o r no t 
they hav e b een kissin g. This is 
p ro b ab ly related to whether

The y o u ng adu lts with the 
disease u su ally co me fro m a 
fairly hy gen ic su rro u n din g.
